Money has been a trifle easier, owing to lib- 
eral disbursements of funds the first of the 
month, and the call rate has ruled at about 
444@5 per cent. Commercial paper has ruled 
quiet, with light offerings. Local banks are 
doing nothing outside the accommodation of 
their regular customers. We quote 60 to 90 
days’ indorsed bills receivable at 6@644 per cent; 
first-class four months’ commission house 
names at 644@7c, and single names—jobbers— 
having four to six months to run 7@8c.

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SUMMARY. 

The evidence brought before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to sus- 
tain the charges of freight discrimina- 
tion brought against several Southern 
railroads by an Ohio refiner of petro- 
leum, has all been heard and proves 
what was generally known before, that 
oil is conveyed in tank cars at a lower 
rate of freight than when shipped in 
barrels. The large movement in Shel- 
lac based upon the probability of a 
short production during the coming 
year, owing to the failure of the stic 
lac crop, has been one of the features 
of the drug market this week and some 
facts concerning it are given elsewhere. 
The advance in Pig Lead has been sud- 
den and decided and the outlook is at 
present not favorable to buyers. The 
National Distillers’ and Cattle Feeders’ 
Trust has been forcibly brought to the 
attention of the consumers of alcohol 
during the week through the confer- 
ence of the organizers of that institu- 
tion in Peoria, and furnishes a subject 
for editorial comment in another col- 
umn. The boom in Quinine which 
started in with considerable vigor at 
the beginning of the current week has 
come to a temporary standstill, but 
general opinion leans to the belief that 
a further advance in the near future 
is probable. The solution of the Phos- 
phate Rock problem in South Carolina 
is considered, and some explanation 
made of the bill now before the legis- 
lature granting a lease to a combina- 
tion of five mining companies, of all 
the phosphate property of the State at 
a certain royalty to be paid annually. 
One of the sensations during the week 
was the unexpected advancein Quick- 
silver, the particulars of which are 
given elsewhere; mercurial prepara- 
tions and Vermilion are also higher in 
sympathy, and expected to advance 
still further. Olive Oil imports are 
given for several years and a compar 
ison shows an increased movement 
since the latter half of 1885, 

The use of crude petroleum and 
kerosene in boilers is referred to at 
some length by two writers of experi- 
ence. The method employed to ex- 
tinguish an oil well fire is described. 
The November oil field report is full 
of facts for thoughtful consideration. 
Another chapter is given in the Lehn 
& Fink examination. Basic slag 
comes to the surface again, with an- 
other report on its merits. Free alco- 
hol is wanted for manufacturing pur- 
poses. France is said to have valuable 
phosphate deposits. A test is given 
for balsam tolu to detect storax and 
benzoin. Paste soaps are referred to. 
A fish scrap case of interest to the 
fertilizer trade has been decided. A 
wonderful bean is described that cures 
snake-bites. Opponents of menhaden 
fishing on the New Jersey coast are 
still keeping up the warfare. Rock 
salt of Belfast is an industry by itself, 
as described elsewhere. Shall it be 
twenty-five or fifty cent quinine? is 
the question now puzzling the trade. 
Legislation is now being prepared to 
cover undervaluations. A chemist re- 
fers to the introduction of modern 
colors at some length. The question 
of cinchona growing is considered from 
a financial point of view. A novel 
pepper adulterant has been discovered. 
A foreign writer speaks of the trade in 
nutmegs and mace. Two death an- 
nouncements are made this week.

THE POSITION OF QUININE, 


It would be a difficult matter for any 
one not in the confidence of the manu- 
facturers or the heaviest operators, to 
account for the sudden rise in the price 
of quinine. There are a number of 
theories, any one of which might 
prove to be the true reason for the 
improvement, but so far there has 
been nothing given out to the general 
trade that may be taken as a com- 
plete solution of the situation, One of 
the most favorite theories advanced 


























by those who are compelled to draw 
their own conclusions is the probabil- 


ity of a combination among the manu- 


facturers, a contingency which has be- 
fore been discussed in these columns, 
but if the manufacturers have any 
such intention they are slow to 


disclose it, and consequently less 
weight is being attached to the 
combination idea than at _ first. 


Another theory advanced with a 
strong show of  plausability is 
that the upward movement in prices 
is the result of speculative strategy. 
There have been many indications 
during the past yearthat the market 
was being depressed with an object, 
and a large pill manufacturer of this 
city was credited, in connection with 
an importer, with being the chief op- 
erator on the bear side. The fact that 
this pill manufacturer was one of the 
heaviest buyers in this market and 
abroad when the turn came and that 
he continued to buy largely on each 
successive rise gives color to this be- 
lief. 

The bark situation has been ad- 
vanced by both believers in higher 
and lower prices in support of their 
respective views, the possibilities of 
the Java plantations’ influence upon 
the future of quinine being fully dis- 
eussed. Ingenious deductions have 
been drawn from the results of 
recent sales of Java bark to 
show that it cannot be produced at 
a price to enable the manufacturers to 
make quinine at a profit if compelled 
to sell it at the present figures, while 
equally ingenious arguments have been 
advanced showing quite as conclusive- 
ly from the standpoint of those ad- 
vancing them that Java bark can and 
will be sold at a price that will allow 
the manufacturer of quinine a good 
profit if he sells it at twenty-five cents 
per ounce. 

Whatever may be in store for the 
holders of quinine, for the time being, 
at least, the boom is over, though it is 
likely to be resumed at anytime. So 
far as we can ascertain, the chief 
operators in the recent movement are 
the same as those who have been in it 
for several years past, efforts to inter- 
est outsiders being in the main futile. 
While the present prices are appar- 
ently maintained with firmness, they 
are merely nominal figures, the last 
‘sales of any importance having been 
made at least two cents per ounce be- 
low the rates now currently quoted. 
The trade seems to be in a state of 
waiting for further developments in 
the European markets, but no one 
seems to know what form such devel- 
opments are likely to assume. 

As this paper goes to press we learn 
that developments have come in the 
shape of an advance of 30 per cent at 
the London bark sale and the excite- 
ment in the quinine market has been 
resumed.

A SENSITIVE QUICKSILVER MAR- 
KET. 

Since last week’s issue of the RE- 
PORTER, quicksilver has taken a rapid 
and unexpected apward movement 
and such an important change was 
made in current values, as to cause a 
pronounced sensation in drug and 
chemical circles on Wednesday and 
Thursday. Cables from London 
brought the first intelligence but they 
were too meager to give satisfaction. 
The trade were anxious to learn about 
the movements of the Rothschild 
clique as the advance was accepted 
here as purely speculative in the 
Rothschiid interest. Subsequent ca- 
bles indicated that the principal 
holders abroad were out of the market 
and that the best figures obtainable 
from other sources were £10 5s to £10 
103. The New York and San Francisco 
markets immediately responded and 
from fifty-three cents per pound the 
price leaped to seventy and seventy 
two cents for supplies on spot, This 
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situation of affairs continued without 
chavge until Mond+y when a slightly 
easier feeling was to be noted from the 
fact that sales were making at sixty- 
five and sixty-eight cents for large 
quantities and seventy cents per 
pound for single flaskes;the first named 
figure however ie only accepted from 
special customers, and the market is 
considered firm at sixty-eight cents. 
The elevated prices of course did not 
encourage sales, neither did they pre- 
vent regular business, as usual orders 
have been filled from the manufactur- 
ers of chemicals, batteries, thermom- 
eters, mirrors &c. There seems to be 
atotal absence of speculative interest 
in this market; there is probably suf- 
ficient in Eogland to make up for all 
deficiences in this respect elsewhere. 
It is claimed that the advance is nat- 
ural and that it was caused by small 
stocks in London and on the Pacific 
coast. Oa November 8, the available 
supply in the forwer market was re- 
ported to be 11,000 flasks less than at 
the corresponding time last year, and 
this fact is referred to as justifying a 
firin market at present values. Buyers 
of experience are rather inclined to ac- 
cept the situation, as they believe 
that whatever the Rothschilds under- 
take will either be carried toa success- 
fulissue or be a leading feature of 
the market for some time; but only 
pressing necessities are being supplied 
until more information is gleaned 
about the prospects. Dealers claim 
that the present quotation in this 
market is three cents per pound below 
the cost of importation,and that there 
is room for an additional advance in- 
dependent of foreign values. 

All mercurial preparations are selling 
at higher prices in consequence, but 
no regular quotations will be estab- 
lished until there is more stability in 
the quicksilver market. Manufactur- 
ers of quicksilver vermilion have also 
added ten cents per pound on their 
goods for the time being, and should 
the advance on quicksilver be main- 
tained, another change is contempla- 
ted in the near future.

THE OIL FREIGHT DISCRIMINA- 
TION INVESTIGATION, 


The hearing of the charges of dis 
crimiuation in freight rates on petro- 
leum by several transportation com- 
panies, brought by an Obio refiner, 
before the Ioters'ate Commeres Com- 
mission has come to a halt, all the 
evidence beit g submitted aud the fur 
tner hearins of the arguments of coun 
sel postpoved to the 16th prox. The 
invest gation was thorough and far 
reaching, while by far the greater 
number of witnesses showed a desire 
to yzive all the information in their 
possession. Consid ring the thorough- 
ness of the invest gat on, the elaborate 
preparation that had evidentiy been 
made by the plaint ff, and the asser- 
tions of the persession of overwhelm- 
ing proof by the latter, the suwming 
up of the testimony must be disap- 
pointing. The fact that there had 
been an a‘tempt to create pr judice 
aud a prejudgment of the case by the 
parlie th«uzh pume ous interviews 
and the pub sea ion of items attacking 
the railroads, g ves the whole matter a 
fawiliar look «cf old time tactics where 
r- finers, after unsuccessful efforts to 
sell their uuprofitable works to a rival, 
sought through litigation to compe 
the purch+sre at an extrav» gant price. 

The testimony shows that lower 
rates are charged by the railroads for 
transporting oil in tank cars than are 
ex»cted for carrying oilin barrels, It 
was shown clearly that the railroads 
could affo:d to carry «il in tank e-rs 
much cheaper thau by any other meth- 
od. Ir was also shown that the compa- 
nies transportivg oil by tank curs were 
insured return freighr from the South, 
whereas oil in barrels has to be trans- 
ported in the ordinary freight cars, for 
only asmall part of which they are

Asthe same 
mode of shipment is open to him, how- 
ever, the claim of discrimination 
against him is untenable. If he is not 
in a position to build tank cars to 
transport his oil, that is not the fault 
of the railroads and is not a sufficient 
reason to compel them to carry oil in 
barrels at the same rate that they 
carry it in tanks.

warranted. That their faith in the 
future was well founded seems to have 
been fully confirmed by the oceur- 
rences of the ; ast few days. 

There now exists no doubt in the 
minds of the mejority of those inter- 
ested in shellac that the damage to 
the shellac crop has been as great, if 
not greater, than at first reported. 
London operators have become thor- 
oughly imbued with this idea, and 
bave acted upon it with such prompt- 
ness within the past three or four days 
that a larger and more important 
movement than the history of the 
shellac trade has before displayed bas 
resulted. Last Thursday, when it 
cou d no longer be d:ubted that the 
re; or'ed failure of the sticlac crop was 
a fact, the London market, which for 
some time previously had been gradu 
ally workivg up to that condition, 
became active and excited, resulting 
in very heavy sales, of course on spec 
ulative account. The two follow 
ing days witnessed a_ repetition 
of the excitement, and up to 
the elese | on Monday more 
than one-half of the entire stock in 
London (an unprecedented circum. 
stance) had changed ownership, pr ces 
meanwhile advancing rapidly. When 
the cables brought the news of the 
activity in London, our market at onee 
respor ded, though nei'herthe amount 
in sales nor the »dvance in prices k pt 
pace with the movement in London. 

At the present writing all the prin- 
cipal markets are active and excited, 
the general beliet favoring much 
higher prices iu the immediate future. 
As to the merits of the advance, there 










is as usual room for doubt that it has 
a solid foundation. At this time, how- 
ever, it can only be said that the 
elements of strength are much more 
apparent than elements of weakness, 
and lkaving out of the question the 
accuracy of the reported failure of 
the sticlae crop, it seems highly prob- 
able that the advance will be main- 
tained if the market does not go 
higher. Those who are the central 
figures in this movement are said to be 
stronger financially and far better 
posted as to actual conditions than 
the operators who have attempted to 
engineer former booms in this article, 
while they have the support of the ap- 
parently undeniable fact that the pro- 
duction of shellac during the cowing 
year must necessarily be insignificant, 
as there will be no raw material to 
speak of to keep the factories going.

THE ADVANCEIN PIG LEAD. 


Consumers of pig lead have so often 
had their confidence in its position 
shaken by a sudden drop in values 
just at a time when they had come to 
expect a firm market, to say the least, 
that they might well look with some 
suspicion upon the upward movement 
in priccs which bas set in during the 
past week. Despite the erratic move- 
ments of the pig lead market during 
the past six months or more there has 
at. all times been apparently room for 
a considerable improvement from the 
low level it has so persistently sought 
on the slightest provocation, or, to be 
more exact, often at the whim of one 
large operator who for reasons of his 
own has seemed to draw pleasure from 
manipulating the market when he 
bad no organized or sufficiently strong 
opposing force to defeat his aim, what- 
ever itmay have been. The ability to 
send the market up or down as best 
suited him seems at Jast to have been 
taken out of his bands and judging by 
present indications a stronger force 
eontrols the destiny of the lead 
trade, forthe present at least. The 
upward movement which has resulted 
in an advance of fully le per pound 
from the lowest point of a week or ten 
days ago, originated in London, and 
is apparently based upon substantial 
grounds, Chief of these is the strong 
cl que or syndicate which has recently 
manipulated the tin, copper and spel- 
ter markets with such success, and 
this power has behind it an influence 
born not alone of financial strength but 
of the natural strength derivable from 
a poorly supplied market. The latter 
fact seems to be the key note of the 
position and hasmade the movement 
toward higher prices possible not only 
in the Enropean markets but on this 
sileof the ocean as well. One of the 
principal elements of strength here is 
the fact that consumers have over- 
come their doubts to such an extent as 
to become heavy buyers and unless 
we have been misinformed a large 
portion of the pig lead purchased here 
duriog the past week has been on their

A CRISIS IN THE PHOSPHATE 
KOCK INDUSTRY. 

The phosphate rock industry in 
South Carolina is represented to be in 
a deplorably dull condition. Ten 
riverand land companies have found 
it necessary to restrict operations and 
twenty five hundred men have been 
thrown out of employment. Thisstate 
of affairs is said to have resulted from 
low prices, and it is alleged that rock 
has been sold below the price of pro- 
duction, Be this as it may, thereisa 
strange colncidence between the con- 
duct of the companies and the action 
of the phosphate commission that held 
a thorough investigation of the indus- 
try, the particul.rs of which were 
published inthe REPORTER. It was 
not long ago that an effort wis made 
to decréase the amountof royalty paid 
on all phosphate rock mined on the 
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property of the State. The river com- 
panies entered a protest against the 
payment of one dollar per ton, but 
they met with opposition from the 
start, and the agitation finally resulted 
inthe appointment of a commission 
from the State Legislature to inquire 
into the whole business, and recom: 
mend some measure for adoption. A 
large amount of testimony was taken, 
and the investigation resulted in a bill 
being framed leasing the river depos- 
its to a combination of five large com- 
pavies fortwenty years at an annual 
royalty of $175,000 and one dollar per 
ton on all rock produced above 175,000 
tonseach year. Simultaneous with the 
announcement of this bill,came reports 
of restricted operations, discharged 
workmen and a general demoralization 
of the industry. Even the companies 
mentioned in the proposed legislation 
as forming the contemplated combina- 
tion are among the foremost in lessen- 
ing production. These surface indica- 
tions point strongly to a systematic 
effort against the passage of such a 
bill. No opinions have been expressed 
by the parties interested as yet, but 
actions speak louder than words, and 
the purpuse no doubt is to secure a de- 
crease of the royalty. A minority re- 
port on the investigation will recom- 
mend to the legislature a royalty of 
ove dollar and a half per ton, which is 
fifty cents more than paid at present. 
The land mining companies are not 
engaging in the fight; they have been 
competitors of the river companies 
more or less, but are apparently 
pleased over the prospect of what 
they are pleased to term favorable leg- 
islation, and itis intimated that they 
will co-operate with the river compa- 
nies in supporting the market should 
the proposed lease be granted. They 
argue that a great deal of the trouble 
in the phosphate market, which is one 
of the most sensitive of all markets, 
was caused by the placing on sale of 
rock at low figures, this rock being 
fished up by irresponsible persons, who 
cared only for the sale of a few tons. 
Such sales had a very disturbing in- 
fluence on the price of rock in general. 
The new bill will completely o\viate 
the difficulty, if its terms be carried 
out, by the giving of the proposed ex- 


.clusive rights, thus shutting out small 


dealers who would sell at any figure 
regardless of consequences. 

Twenty years is a long time fora 
ecoutract torun wheno so many obsta- 
cles are to be confronted in meeting 
competition from other sources. Val- 
uable Canadian phosphate deposits 
are spoken of and their development 
may be a disturbing factor in the mar- 
ket; then we should not overlook basic 
slag which is attracting attention 
everywhere and may be a product of 
this country soon. The Stateof South 
Carolina knows full well which side of 
its bread is buttered; it has not sug- 
gested a satisf: ctory solution of the 
phosphate problem and no doubt all 
parties will continue to gnaw at the 


bone of contention all winter.

THE VISTILLERS’ TRUST. 

The meeting of the National Distill 
ers’ and Cattle Feeders’ Trust in Peo- 
ria last week, has awakened fresh in- 
terest in that organization among the 
users of alcohol. Nothing had been 
heard from the Trust for so long that 
many had come to believe that this 
plan for regulating the market for dis- 
tilled spirits had fallen through like 
the other schemes of the distillers. We 
are assured, however, by thoseina 
position to know that it has an actual 
existence and has played an important 
part inthe spirits market for the past 
six months or more, Its organization is, 
however, far from complete and it 
will probably be a question of many 
months before it will be in a position 
to assume absolute control. It is 
stated on what appears to be excellent 
authority that there are at least five 
houses outside who refuse to sink 
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their identity in the trust and they be- 
ing among, if not actually, the largest 
producers in the country are in a pos- 
ition to give that body a long 
fight if so disposed. But it 
is stated also on what appears to be 
high authority that these outside dis- 
tilleries are not so violently opposed to 


amalgamation that they would not be 
willing to go into the Trust if they 
were assured of compensation for their 
property with something more sub- 
stantial than they consider the Trust 
certificates to be. This suggestion the 
managers of the organization do not 


seem to see their way clear to meet, 
and until some understanding is 
reached the Trust can have no greater 
importance than it has already at- 
tained.

OLIVE OIL STATISTICS. 

The statement has been made from 
several quarters, and generally cred- 
ited, that the business in olive oil was 
declining, that the importations are 
far below previous years and that 
consumers were elevating other vege- 
table oils to popularity at the expense 
of olive oil. This is no doubt the wish 
of many parties identified with home 
industries and who are promoting the 
sale of American oils as substitutes; 
they are not so credulous as to believe 
in the purity of lower grades of olive 
oil, and the charge of adulteration 
wi'h cotton oil has been reiterated so 
often that it has become an acknowl- 
edged fact. Probably this accounts in 
a large measure for the statement that 
the receipts of olive oil are decreasiny. 
Tf one-half or one-third of the article 
coming into the United States is cot- 
ton oil, the amount of pure olive con- 
sumed is certainly below that of pre- 
vious years. But the statistics show 
a larger movement than usual, accord- 
ing to the summary of the Government 
for the fiscal years named below, being 
a comparative statement of the im- 
portation of all grades of olive oil :

It will never be known how much, if 
any, of the foregoing imports was 
cotton oil. The Jatter is easier of de- 
tection than formerly, as all houses 
handling vegetable oils in important 
quantities make practical use of cer- 
tain tests which are supposed to be 
infallible; these are applied to lubri- 
cating grades principally, and we 
have known of some lots kicking 
about the market for some time on 
account of adulteration being dis- 
covered; in one ease the holder almost 
despaired of selling ap important 
quantity on this account, as a sample 
had been around the trade and was 
rejected by all hands; however, for- 
tune smiled upon the unfortunate 
seller by the Government taking all he 
had through a broker and at a good 
price; the buyers, probably thought 
they were securing a baryain, and if 
they are not in possession of the regu- 
lation tests, the Government will not 
be any the wiser. But it is a fraud all 
the same and measures should be taken 
to prevent the sale of olive oil under 
false representations. We are inclined 
to believe that the swindle is not 
practised so much as formerly, 

If figures don’t lie, there has been a 
gradual increase in the amount of 
olive oil imported since June, 1885. 
The decrease in the first part of that 
year was owing to the excessive stocks 
brought over in 1884. The present 
year already exceeds auy previous 
twelve months with the exception of 
1884, and it will be noticed by com- 
paring values that the lowest figures 
have been touched during the past 
nine months. There is no way of 
ascertaining whether most of the oil 


comes from Italy or Spain; the former 
is cheaper and we believe has a larger 


sale in consequence.

The estim«t d yield of cotton for the present 
year is 6,48).000 bales, being 35,0L0 bales more 
than the actual production of last year. 


Work is progressing rapidiy on the new glass 
factory at Beaver Falls, Pa., and it is ex- 
pected to be in operation about January let. 


There is a pcssibility of a new giass factory 
being built at Shefficld, Ala., as sand is being 
tested that promises to be of excellent quality. 


Fire destroyed a large quantity of cottonseed 
stored on the premises of Thomas Hill, near 
Pine Biuff, Ark., on Nov, 29. The loss is $5,000. 


At Lewiston, Me., Nov. 29, the drug sture of 
Panneton & Co., on Lisbon street, was burned. 
Loss on stock estimated at $2,000; insurance, 
$1,000. 

The shipments of California wine from that 
State by sea and rail the first ten monthsof this 
year amount to 6,500,000 gallons, valued at 
$2,200,000. 

Mr. F. J. MacNaughtan, the importer of 
drugs and chemicals, departed on the Celtic 
to day to enjoy the holidays at his home on the 
other side. 


Novel machines are being constructed in 
England for the automatic sale of mineral 
waters, patent medicines and proprietary arti- 
cies in pnblic places. 


A special law for lard has been framed for 
Congress, and an appeal made to the various 
members of both Houses; so that an active 
campaign is expected during the coming ses- 
sion. 


Master Jay Besson Rudolpby isthe name of a 
new addition to the family of Mr. Chas. B, Ru- 
dolphy, the Liperty street dealer in drugs. He 
has been receiving congratulations duripg ali 
the week. 


At Camden, N. J., Nov. 30, a fire broke out in 
the dye.ng-room of the dye works of Cyrus 
Carmany, at Eighth and Cherry streets. The 
entire building was burned, The loss is $15,000, 
partially insured. 


We are reminded that the calendar season is 
at hand by the arrival of twelve beautifully 
tinted sheets for each month of next year, from 
the Jersey City White Lead and Color Works. 
They lead but do not follow. 


The estate of Mr. Herbert Taylor, who did 
business in London under the firm name of 
David Taylor & Sons, has beea piaced in charge 
of a trustee to be administered as in bank- 
ruptcy for the benefit of creditors. 


James E. Hyde, dealer in drugs and gums at 
86 Maiden Lane, tbis city, had nis goods dam- 
aged by fireto the extent of $4,000 on Saturday 
morning. The flames originated in an adjoin- 
ing carpenter shop. The loss is covered by in- 
surance. 


A verdict of $3,000 was awarded George Pow- 
ell against William L. Graves & Co.,of Phila- 
delpbia, to recover damages for personal ipju- 
ries received in having been struck by a drum 
of caustic soda which the defendant's employ- 
evs were loading on a wagon. 


Louis C. Schulmeyer, a druggist of Indiuna- 
polis, who was supposed to have died trom 
heart disease, committed suicide it was subse- 
quently learned, by taking poison in a whole- 
sale drug store at that piace. Financial dis- 
tress is uttr:buted as the cause. 

Captain Bauldry, of the steam whaler Oren, 
San Francisco, on bis last cruise killed thirty- 
five whales, stowed twenty-eight (all he had 
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room for) and brought into port 2,800 barrels of 
oil and 48,000 pounds of bone—the largest catch 
on record, and valued at about $266,880. 

The various yellow coloring matters used for 
macaroni, butter, liquors, etc., have been ex- 
amined by Dr. Weyl, of Berlin. He reports 
that dinitrocresol, sold as saffron yello™, is 
bighly poisonous, while the so-called ‘Martin's 
yellow” and “butter yellow” are quite harm- 
less. 

The State Department is informed that the 
Spanish governmeht, by Royal decree, has sup 
pressed the sale and prohibited the importation 
of all spirits which are adulterated or impure, 
and has appointed a commission to carry out 
this prohibition as to domestic and foreign 
liquors.

At one time a very large number of proprie- 
tary medicines of Dutch manufacture were 
held in some repute in foreign countries, but 
the export trade in these nostrums has now 
dwindled down to a few old fashioned reme- 
dies. of which, at the present time, the Uuited 
states is the princ'pal foreign customer. 


The office and warehouse of Otto Korne- 
mann, No. 14 Piatt atreet, were badly damaged 
by fire last week, but as bisstock of imrorted 
glycerine was in air-tight drums and therefore 
safe from fire and water, no loss was sustained 
exceptin the destruction of office furniture 
and delay in filling orders. It was found 
necessary to remove next door until repairs to 
the bullding were made,

of Havana, pubiished by P. M. Castro & Co.. 
proprietors of the Grand Hotel Passej+, which 
contains a very good map of Havana, aud a 
vast amount of usetul information tor visitors 
of Cuba, the Pearl of the Antiiles. It wiil be 
of interest to some of our readers to learn that 
the publishers offer to send free copies upon 
application to any address. 


The new Russian customs law was promul- 
gated last week. The measvre, which will come 
into furce immediate:y, imposes a tax upon 
plants and portions of planta used for medici- 
nal purposes. It also raises the duty on patent 
medicines, cloves, cinnamon, pepper, ginger, 
&c. The duty on patent medicines is raised 
from 12 to 20 roubles, and that on spices from 
2 roubles 40 kopecks to 3 roubies, 


According to the decision of the Supreme 
Court ot Georgia, in the case of Hammond et 
al, vs. Wilcher, the official duty of inspecting 
fertilizers, provided for by the laws of Geor- 
gia, cannot be performed beyond the limits of 
the State. The Commissioner of Agriculture 
has no power to authorize extra-territorial in- 
spection, and without the latter any sale of 
commercial fertilizers made witbin the State is 
unlaw!ul, and a contract for the price will not 
be enforced. 


The first annual report of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission bas been laid before the 
Secretary of the Interior. It isa printed docu- 
ment of 43 pages and bears the signatures of 
all the commissioners. The report embodies 
an estimate showing that the total railroad 
mileage of the country at the close of 1886 was 
133,606 miles, and that there have been 4,180 
miles constructed since, making at this time 
137.956, and that not lees than 1,200 railroads, 
operated by 600 corporations, are subject to the 
provisions of the act. 


The works of Messrs. Billings, Taylor & Co., 
in Cleveland, O., were not entirely destroyed 
by fire, as reported in telegrams from that 
city. The flames were confined to the dry 
color department and the damage wrought 
there is covered.by insurance. It is the inten- 
tion of course to rebuild the burnt portion as 
soon as possible. Ihe New York branch on 
Platt street is more fortunate, having escaped 
two serious fires on both sides of the premises 
within afew weeks of each other. A liberal 
stock is always kept on hand in the Platt street 
store. 


In the United States Circuit Court at Raleigh, 
N.C., Judges Bond & Seymour presiding, in 
the case known as the drummers’ tax case, 
brought about by a petition of A. W. Hender- 
son for a writ of habeas corpus, it was adjudged 
that the petitioner be discharged. The State 
appealed. The petitioner (Henderson) was ar- 
rested by the sheriff of Chowan County for 
selling goods without a license. He sued outa 
writ of babeas corpus before Judge Bond, and 
atthe hearing before the latter at Baltimore 
last summerthe case was continued to this 
term of the court. 


Some Congressmen speak of the manner in 
which the oleom rgarine bill was developed 
and forced through Congress as not only scan- 
dalous but also embarassing,as many Con- 
gressmen felt compelled to act upon the ap- 
peals received regardless of their judgment as 
to the merits of the proposition. Selfish dis- 
crimination between rival industriee, it is gen- 


erally declared, will not be encouraged, and if 
the pure food movement takes on this fortn, 
decisive opposition will be occasioned and the 
movement will rece ve an early check. 


Assistant Secretary Maynard, since assuming 
control of the customs business of the Treas* 
ury Department, has been quietly conducting 
an investigation of the conduct of the New 
York Custom House, His conclusions are more 
complimentary to the efficiency of the customs 
service and honesty of importers than have 
been authoritatively promulgated in late years. 
In his opinion, importers, as a rule, appreciate 
the importance to themselves of honest and 
efficient methods of appraisement, and co- 
operative ¢fforts to bring them about. 


‘The following satire upon adulteration is not 
bad: There were four hungry flies; one settled 
OD & sausage, Made a good meal and died, The 
sausage Was adulterated with aniline. Fiy No.2 
partook of fl.ur, and the alum in it contained 
kiled him. The third fly drank milk, and died 
a victim to violent cramp, arising from the 
chalk, The only survivor, heartbroken at the 
fate uf hie, betook himself to a fly-paper and 
suicide, But he did not die, despite his earnest 
efforts to absorb the fatal liquid. On the con- 
trary, he :hrove and waxed fat. The fly poison 
was aduiterated.—B & C. Druggist.

The Franco-Chinese commercial treaty which 
bas recently come into operation opens to 
French trade two or three important Chinese 
towns si uated on trade routes leading from 
the French possessions into China. Goods im- 
ported into China by way ot these towns 
(which practically means French goods only) 
will pay 30 per cent, less duty than merchandise 
import d into China by the seaports through 
which the bu!k of her f reign commerce is 
transacted. Chines: exports shipped by the 
new Franco-Coinese trade routes will be al- 
lowed 40 per cent. reduction of export duty. 


Our readers should not overlook the deserv- 
ing hospita: Saturday and Sunday Aesociation 
in their holiday: f-ringe. The association now 
repre sents 28 hospitals, and cut of a total of 
13 920 bed patients cared for during the past 
year 10,1°7 were free patients, In addition to 
this, medical ald was extended to upwards of 
120,000 deserving individuals through the dis- 
pensarics and out-door departments connected 
with these institutions.

The owners of ths bark Stamboul have 
brought suit in the United States District 
Court of San Francisco, against the Pacific 
Steam-Whaling Company, owner of the bark 
Wanderer, to recover $7000 for the loss of a 
whale. Plaintiffs claim that they had harpoon- 
ed the whale, which thereupon swam undera 
fleld of ice and came to the surface a mile away, 
and thatthe crew of the Wanderer then cap- 
tured the same animal, and, in order to give a 
shadow of claim, sub-tituted their own bar- 
poon for that of the defendant. It is claimed 
that fcr forty years it has been the recognized 
custom that when a crew had once barpooned 
a whale it was entitied to the full ownership of 
the animal. 


More than twelve months ago Messrs. Had- 
win Houghton & Co., commenced to manufac- 
ture fine coach varnishes at Hunter’s Poiats 
Long Island City, and there were rumors that 
Mr. Lawson Valentine (30 well known as the 
founder of Valentine & Company), was at the 
back of the enterprise. All doubisare now put 
aside, as we have received a card with that 
gentieman’s name fathering the H. H. var- 
nishes, with ap cflice at 30 Lafayette Piace, New 
York. Wecan only say that we wish this new 
concern every success, and we think the trade 
will ve much surprised, from their knowledge 
of Mr. Lawson Valentioe’s past record if this 
firm is not soon in the front ranks of the var- 
nigh trade. 


The Chancery Court in Nashville, Tenn., bas 
decided that druggists are not liable for a 
privilege tax for doing a retail liquor business 
without a license. Five suits were instituted 
one year ago in the Chancery Court and de- 
cided against the druggists, the Caancellor 
holding them liable for the privilege tax. The 
Supreme Court affirmed the decree, but tne 
Legisiature enacted a law relieving the drug- 
gists who sold liquor for medicioa!l purposes 
only. The State and county authorities at- 
tempted to enforce the executions, claiming 
that the druggists had sold iiquor as a bever- 
age. The druggists prayed for and were 
gravted ac iojunction aud the cases being 
tried resulted as stated above. The suite in- 
volved several hundred thousand dollars, as all 
druggists in Tennessee were interested. .. aa 


The validity of the German patent unde? 
which lanolin is manufactured forms the sub® 
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ject of a law suit which wil), according to Ger- 
man contemporaries, come up for final judg- 
ment before the Imperial Court at Berlin next 
month. In October, 1842, Dr. Otto Braun ob- 
tained a patent in Germany (No. 22,516) for the 
purification and separation of wool-fat and its 
manufacture in an aqueous combination. Un- 
der this patent Mesers, B. Jeffeand Darmstadter 
are the sole manufacturers of lanolin (Lieb- 
reich), and forthe last two years they have 
been engaged in a legal contest with the firm of 
J.D. Riedel, whom they accuse of infringe- 
ment of their rights. Mr. Riedel, on the other 
hand, sues for the annulment of the lanolin 


patent. 


The Philadelphia manufacturers of glass, ac- 

ordirg t>the Crockery and Glass Journal, are 
busy in such lines of goods as are expected to 
have a good demand at this time of year. The 
distribution of orders has been more even and 
steady than in some years and with a noted 
absence of extreme rush forafew weeks at a 
time, to be followed by a proportional lull, 
which has so often been the experience. This 
moderate and continuous progress since the 
latter end of August, in some cases, and from 
the Ist of September in others, has given to 
most operators a volume of trade that has been 
fully equal to or in advance of that of the same 
time last year, though in several branches the 
prices have been cut so low by increased com- 
petition as to render the profits very unsutis- 
factory. At this date in any year there isa 
declining tendency in the market for certain 
lines of glass goods, and the present will prob- 
ably prove to be no exception.

CHICAGO, Dec, 3, 1887. 

An advance of one cent in Jinseed oil has 

characterized the market this week. oil closing 
firm to-day at47 cents. The improvementin 
price is attributable to two prime operative 
causes. One is the increase in Eastern inquiry, 
and the other—if one might be permitted to 
hezard a conjecture—is the belief on the part 
of crushers that the advent of spring will usher 
in higher prices and that it is not worth while 
just now to deplete stocks. A marked differ- 
ence exists between this week’s market and 
that of any corresponding week for some years 
past. It has been the practice—in Chicago, at 
least—for crushers to offer freely, about No- 
vember, to jobbers all the oil which they might 
need to be delivered at the buyer’s option at 
any time before March 1. As a consequence 
maoufacturers found themselves handicapped, 
stocks being virtually under the control 
of buyers. In the present year of grace, 
the situation is practically reversed; crush- 
ers are carrying the stocks and jobbers 
(as a rule) are buying from hand 
to mouth. Sales of oar-lots are reported—even 
at figures named above—but the good old days 
when 2,600 barrels of oil could be bought at the 
bottom price end received and paid for by the 
purchaser at his own convenience have become 
at least temporarily, a thing of the past. In 
plain American slang, the crushers are “on 
top.” This being the state of affairs, another 
advance during the coming week would excite 
no particularsurprise, and it is not beyond the 
bounds of possibility thatthe opening of the 
Spring trade may find linseed ollatthe unusu- 
ally high price of fifty cents. 

Apart from purely local inquiry, the demand 
from the West continues fairly, good. It is 
from the East, however, that ost of the orders 
are reported, The fact that inquiries from 
that section for lowest prices have, measura- 
bly, taken the place of offers is as encouraging 
to Western holders as is the circumstance that 
but one cent difference is to be noted between 
city and Western oil in New York, a circum- 
stance to which Western producers “point with 
pride.” At the same time, since the attempt on 
the part of somebody or other to break prices 
in the East by the offer of Western oilin small 
quantities ic is rather difficult to learn of any 
considerable shipment toward the seaboard. 

The fact that the mills find comparatively 
little difficulty in disposing of their cake at $21 
is probably not without influence. 

Some little curiosity is expressed as to the 
attitude and probable course of the mills in the 
vicinity of Lake Erie. Whether or not any 
sort of an alliance has been formed ie a ques- 
tion which excites some conjecture, and there 
are not wanting those who are disposed to be- 
lieve that there exists a tacit understanding be- 
tween some of the crushers in that locality and 
some parties in the West, the belief being based 
on sundry circumstances susceptible of such an 
interpretation. 

As regards other Western markets, there is 
comparatively little to be said. St. Louis is re- 
ported fairly active with prices ruling about 
one cent above Chicago quotations. The 
break in oil in Cincinnati, where offerings 
have been made at 43c, is variously accounted 
for. Itissaidthat an :nterested element in 
he West “broke it for a purpose,” and some of 
the parties most interested obstinately refuse 
to believe anything else. From a careful sur- 
vey of the entire situation, however, some 


-cautious observers are inclined to believe that 


other causes have been at work, and that the 
market has fallen, not from attempted manipu- 
lation on the part of any interested clique, but 
from ite own natural weakness. 

The doings and intentions of the National 
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that there is no reason to doubt its ability to 
maintain them. 

Yet another item of interest to Chicago job- 
bers has been the appreciation in the market 
value of rose leaves from 60c to $1 per pound. 
While the demand at this season is, naturally 
enough, quite brisk, there isa marked dispro- 
portion between the improvement in demand 
and the‘advance in price. The rise is generally 
attributed to a short crop, and not to any at- 
tempt at manipulation. 

Apartfrom the articles named, prices are 
substantially unchanged. Steadiness, and in 
some instances firmness, may be said to be the 
salient feature of the market. although opium 
continues heavy, if not comparatively lifeless. 
The week’s trade has been good,some houses 
reporting a material increase over last week’s 


cember oil. Everybody seems afraid to ven- 
ture into the market for January delivery. 

The upward tendency in lard oil still contin- 
ues, and the limit of the advance will probably 
be reached when lard takes a downward turn. 
Just at present, shorts are devoting their time 
and energies to settling,and lard is proportion- 
ately high. The rise in the crude material 
drags up all its products in its wake. It is more 
than cifficult to say what the lard oil market is 
to-day, especially in view of the fact that 
many sales are negotiated on “private terms.” 
Possibly Eastern buyers have anticipated such 
terms, but if so they have paid full values. 
Prices are undoubtedly too high to attract ex- 
porters. In connection with the advance of 
lard oll, it is interesting to note the fact that 


Linseed Company in and around Duluth con- 
tinue to attract attention and call forth com- 
ment. From that point have come letters 
stating that the works to be erected at the out- 
let of that magnificent country for flax cul- 
culture are to be of mammoth proportions, and 
tbat the land on which they are to be built has, 
of itself, cost fully $90,000. 
FLAXSEED. 


There was but a trifling difference (6,007 
bushels) between the quantity of seed in public 
elevators at the commencement of this week 
and last, the ¢'fference being in favor of the 
latter. Next Monday’s statement, however, 
will probably show a different statement, in 
view of the fact that this week’s receipts (160,387 


bushels) haye exceeded the shipments (94,000 
bushels) by 66,387 bushels. On Nov. 27, 1886, 
the visible supply of eeed was much larger, 
amounting to 478,330 bushels. The movement 
of seed this week has not equaled that of the 
corresponding week of 1886, the receipts hav- 
ing declined 79,468 bushels and the shipments 
116,055 bushels. For some reason which no one 
seems to care to attempt to explain, a very 
considerable percentage of the seed officially 
inspected In does not come upon the market, 
the sales of cash seed having aggregated but 
150 cars, while the cflicial statements of the in- 
spector show receipts of 215 cars, 


The market in futures has been rather neg- 
lected. Sales of November have aggregated 
but 11,000 bushels; of December delivery, 35,500 
bushels have changed hands, while of May— 
the main target of speculative Inquiry—60,000 
bushels have been sold. 

Considered as a whole,the market has been 
firm, and has exhibited/an upward tendency, 
Cash seed opened on Monday at from one to 
two cents advance, and under the influence 
of light offerings sold at from $122@1 23 
closing at the outside. On Tuesday a tolerably 
brisk trade resulted in sales of No. 1 at $123@ 
1 26, the market closing at about $125%. On 
Wednesday a firm feeling on the part of holders 
wae discernible, and sales ranged at from $1 254% 
@1 26. On Thursday there were tolerably free 
deliveries on December contracts, which rather 
checked the demand, and the general tone of 
the market was unsettled, and cash seed was a 
trifle weaker. On Friday sales were effected 
early at $1 24, but the market soon fell off to 
$1 23, and closed with sellers at the latter fig- 
ures. The feeling to-day is best shown by the 
fact that i6cars were sold at prices ranging 
from $1 224@1 23, the market closing at $1 23. 

In futures the range of prices has bcen about 
the same as in cash seed. December seed opened 
at $1 22 on Monday, touched $1 26 on Tuesday, 
was inactive on Wednesday, deelined to $1 21 
on Thursday, recovered to $1 22 on Friday, and 
closed to-day at $1224. May has fluctuated 
between $1 31 and $1 34, sales having aggregat- 
ed 60,C00 bushels, as against 11,000 bushels of 
November and 35,500 of December seed. 

There are many features of the market which 
deserve apecial mention. In the first place, may 
be noted the almost absolute decadence of the 
export demand, the total shipments to foreign 


ports from Chicago since January | having ag- 


gregated 103,911 pounds, as against 20,009,684 
pounds during 1886, 

With a view to an intelligent comprehension 
of the market in ita present state it may be 
worth while to review the market of last month 
when the receipts were 944,756 bushels, the ship- 
ments 1,152,830 bushels and the range of prices 
for cash seed was $1 11@126. The fact thata 
firmer feeling rules just now is shown by the 
fact that during November, 1886, the range of 
quotations was from 90}4c@97%ec. The discrep- 
ancy is worthy of attenti 1 and would seem to 
show that there is an element among buyers 
who are disposed to believe that this year’s 
crop will fall considerably below that of 1836, 
With aviewto the better enlightenment-of 
readers the followirg figures regarding report- 
ed sales onthe floor of Change may be' men- 
tioned: Of cash seed since July 1, 4,567 cars 
have been sold; of futures, 209,000 bushels of 
August, 859,(00 bushels of September, 912,100 of 
October, 429,000 of November, 341,000 of Decem- 
ber, 18,000 of January and 311,350 of May, Al- 
lowing 500 bushels per,car for’sales of cash seed 
the total sales, including options, amount to 
5,832,950 bushels, including May contracts. Asto 
probable amonnt of .seed, yet remaining in the 
hands of buyers in the Northwest every in- 
terested party may draw his own inference, 
As to the future, there is heard much conjec- 
ture,but uncertainty yet remains the dominant 
characteristic. For myself (as far as “my own 
poor knowledge goes’’), Istill adhere to my 
original estimate as to the crop of 1887, having 
as yet seen no tangible evidence adduced which 
might cause me to_change my opinion. 

OILS. 

The free delivery of cotton oil on contract 
has resulted ina diminution of inquiry on the 
part of buyers. Neither large dealers nor act- 
ual consumers manifest any special desire to 
purchase at present. Brokers are divided in 
opinion according to the side which they rep- 
resent. One party offers future deliveries at 
bottom prices, while others declare their un- 
willingness to compete with any such propos- 
alsin view of the uncertainties of the future. 
The “bears”’ say that cotton oil is absurdly and 
abnormally high, while the “bulls” point to 
the advance in lard oil as affording a ground 
for their confidence in the future. These re- 
marks, however,apply chiefly to “crude”: on 
refined oil there are no “bears.” Speculative 
offerings, as well as inquiry, is confined to De- 






by its weakness. Advices from Holland have 
acted as a wet blanket on speculative purchas- 
ers, and the local butterine market does not en- 
courage speculative purchases, A dull, declin- 
ing and unsettled Dutch market, does not: 
to say the most, exert a revivifying influence 
in Chicago. Speculators affect to look for an 
advance in Rotterdam, but their confidence is 
scarcely justified by the fact that private cable- 
grams to this city indicate a retention of stocks 
amounting to some 9,000 tierces in importers’ 
hands abroad, while sales in the Holland mar- 
kets during the past week have scarcely ex- 
ceeded 1,500 tierces.

PAINTS. 
As regards the market, there Is absolutely 


nothing of interest to be noted. Locai dealers 
are looking for an advance in vermilion con- 
seduent upon the recent rise in quicksilver, 
but the outcome of the whole matter is regard- 
ed with an apathy which would not exist had 
the rise occurred at a busy season. At present, 
there is some listless speculation heard as to 
the effect of the advance upon contractors who 
have undertaken (at low rates) to fill the orders 
of the agricultural implement makers. Apart 
from such purely idle remarks as these, one 
hears nothing in the way of even conjecture. 
The truth—in a nutshell—is that trade is so ex- 
ceedingly quiet that it would require some- 
thing more than a prospective advance in ver- 
milion to galvanize it into even a semblance of 


activity. 


Among the items of interest in the local 


trade may be mentioned the incorporation of 
one of the best known paint firmsin the city.

Some local jobbers report an improved con- 


sumptive demand for white lead, but froma 
careful survey of the situation, one is justified 
in calling the white lead market in statu quo, 
Certain it is that there is no appreciable im- 
provement in inquiry, and as to prices—well, 
Christian charity calle upon us to veil offers 
with the mantle of oblivion, 


The outlook for the spring trade, while 


good, continues only nominal, and while deal- 
ers feel encouraged, few are willing to hazard a 
prediction, especially as most of the city houses 
are short of linseed oll. 


DRUGS. 
The week has been one of unusual interest to 


the Western jobbing trade. First there has 


been the quinine market. A rise in six days 
from 29@32 to 42@46 could hardly fail to awaken 


a very lively interest. It is believed here that 


all signs point toward a buoyart market. The 
fact that * Pand W.” have advanced their quo- 


tations—without offers—is considered some- 


what significant, as likely to insure the con- 
tinuance of the firm feeling which just now 


characterizes the foreign sulphate. The heart 


of the retail speculator has been made glad 
within him, and as a considerable proportion of 
the speculative holdings was buught at com- 
paratively high prices, it doesn’t appear likely 


that this will prove to be very much of a dis- 


turbing element just now, withstanding the 
fact that the average retailer delights to buy on 
a faliing market and sell as prices are tending 
upward, 

Besides the interest excited by the 
movement in quinine, the faet that quick- 
silver should have jumped from 62 cents 
to 70, has caused more or less excitement 
among wholesale dealers. The Western mar- 
ket has responded in quick sympathy. Ags yet 
however, no advance has occurred here in the 
compounds of mercury, although this may be 
regarded as inevitable. The explanation is 
probably to be found in the fact that jobbers 
feel thoroughly well protected as regards 
stocks on hand, and do not care to change their 
price list on these commodities until they are 
tolerably well assured that the market has be- 
come fairly settled. At the same time, how- 
ever, it may be questioned whether, should the 
advance continue, dealers will be able to resist 
the temptation to raise quotations on mercur- 
ial compounds. There is a suspicion enter- 
tained here that the advance is the result of a 
combination, and the opinion is expressed that 
if such a combination exist its strength has 
been so well demonstrated in forcing up prices

Countenanced Blackmail. 


New York, Dec. 5, 1887. 

Editor O11, PAINT AND DrvuG REPORTER. 

Having in mind the good work done by the 
OIL, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER in behalf of 
the drug jobbers, when it exerted its influence 
upon manufacturers and proprietcrs in favor 
of the rebate plan, E write to suggest that it 
should lend its influence to a sort of reciprocal 
movement. So far as I can discover. in no 
other trade are manufacturers and proprietors 
taxed to sustain the price lists of distributors 
as they arein the drug business. It seems to 
me, therefore, that if the REPORTER 
lent itself to a movement for “the sup- 
pression of blackmail upon manufacturing 
pharmacists and proprietary medicine men”’ it 
would be engaged in an undertaking as worthy 
as was the Rebate Plan, and one which would 
give jobbers an opportunity to show their ap- 
preciation of what first hands are doing for 
them in protecting them against their own 
suicidal methods. How many jobbing (rug- 
gists in the United States issue price-lists I do 
not know, but their number is certainly large, 
and, I am glad to say, steadily increasing. Tho 
more there are of these useless volumes, the 
sooner their uselessness will be appreciated, 
and, I believe, the sooner their publication 
will be terminated, unless the crop of long- 
suffering and charitable manufacturers in- 
creases proportionately. Of all the price- 
lists that are published there are not 
more than half a dozen, that I know of, 
but what alm to be sustained by advertisers. 
This annual tax levy was badjenough when it 
was confined to annual or bi-annual volumes, 
which quoted everything known tothe materia 
medica, but it has been rendered more burden- 
some (without any greater value) by the in- 
creased frequency of their publication, some 
houses having gone so far as to issue them 
monthly, or semi-monthly, or even weekly. 
They appear in these forms in the guise of 
“Pharmaceutical Journals,” to be sure. but the 
voice isalways “the voice of Jacob,” even 
though the hand may be disguised. It is, pos- 
sibly, liable to shock the sensitive nerves of 
the ~gentiemen who issue these iste, 
to have their efforts for the dissemination of 
knowledge among athirsting constituency of 
pharmacists, characterized gs blackmail upon 
the manufacturers and proprietors whom they 
expect to pay for the disseminating; but that 
is what it amountstoin many cases. In some 
cases orders for proprietary goods are accom- 
panied by the proviso “On condition that 
you advertise in our price list.’”’” When pre- 
sented in its most courteous form the 
demand for advertising in this class of 
publications can be nothing more than 
a plea for alms; there is no quid pro quo, and 
in many instances the issuing of the work ig 
simply a means of getting so much extra dig- 
count out of the manufacturer who inserts a 
card. So long as he will stand this tax, it is no 
wonder that new houses are every year start~ 
ing some sort of a medium by which to get the 
extra discounts that their competitors have 
previously been enjoying. There is an abso- 
lute waste of money in issuing so many lists, 
which are seldom, if ever, referred to by the 
retailers to whom they are sent, and would be 
of little use to them in case they did consult 
their pages. Doubtless the lists issued by some 
houses are valuable books of reference, but 
such houses should be above asking those who 
have no interest in the matter to pay what, if 
it is warranted at all, should be deemed a legi- 
timate item in the expense of doing the job- 
bing business. The REPORTER, if it care to 
investigate the matter, will find many manu- 
facturing pharmacists and proprietors and 
quite a number of self-respecting jobbers who 
view this subject as I do. VICTIM, 

{The above communication is one of the 
many recently received on the subject of this 
steady growing evil from wholesale manufac- 
turers and jobbers alike, all of whom have ex- 
preseed themselves to the effect that sooner or 
later this bugbear of countenanced blackmail 
would have to be most severely dealt with to 
rid the trade effectively of a monstrous nuls- 


ance. 
The commanding position in the trade of 
“ victim,” and the depth of hi wail leads us tv 
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offer the only words of editorial suggestion 
that occur to us now, and that is to STOP IT. 
It is wholly the result of the mistaken policy 
that it is necessary to patronize these publica- 
tions to retain and further the trade of the dif- 
ferent houses issuing the mediums alluded to. 
Whereas we venture the opinion most em- 
phatically, that it isnot. To be sure in some 
instances goods may be gotten because ofa 
credit obtained by advertising, but compared 
with the whole outlay that ary large pharma- 
ceutical or other manufacturer is annually 
compelled to make, the good results are com- 
parativeiy trifling, and it only needs a little 
thought on the part of the different victims to 
bring about a concerted movement against it. 
It should be remembered that the advertise- 
ments do not reach the real consumer 
anyway, and that the ink and paper 
thus employed is only so much “lumber” 
to the price current, and really buries and ob- 
scures the information sought by the retailer 
in a mass of unnecessary matter. Then, too, 
we are bound to think that the offending pub- 
lisher does not have a true idea of the unrea- 
sonable request he is actually making. He has 
80 long seen these models of advertising cata- 
logues that he really thinks that is the only 
method to gain attention or issue his circular. 
Once it is brought in its true light to them, 
they will change front completely, and give 
the retail trader what he needs, and that is tab- 
ulated lists of articles in which he deals.—ED.] 


A Card from Lehn & Fink.

In your last number there appears a card 
signed E. Merck,which compels us to break the 
policy of silence which we have hitherto pur- 
sued. In the course of the lengthy argument, 
one of our counsel did, inadvertantly, in the 
sentence quoted by your correspondent, use 
the words salicylic acid instead of chloral hy- 
drate. Put the latter term in place of salicylic 
acid and the assertion made is true and prov- 
en by the evidence, 

The use to which this slip of the tongue has 
been put by Mr. Weicker amply illustrates to 
what extreme courses this gentleman is driven 
to resort in order to injure our house. A sim- 
ple inadvertence is construed by him into a 
wilful perversion of the truth. Having been 
compelied by Mr. Weicker to address you, we 
take the opportunity to call attention to the 
animus underlying his card as an example of 
the spirit which actuates him throughout. We 
would furtiier call attention to another mis- 
statement in said card, The court, in denying 
our motion to dismiss the complaint, did not 
**ho!ld us to any responsibility,’”’ but decided 
nothing further than that the evidence given 
by the prosecution was sufficient to compel us 
to put in counter evidence. 

Mr. Weicker’s sole object is, for his own self- 
ish purposes, to undermine the trade which we 
have built up by hard work during many years. 
He first chose the courts for this purpose and 
now finding himself unsuccessful in bis object, 
he attempts totry the case in the newspapers 
before the courts have decided the same. He 
also attempts by advertisements to discredit 
the genuineness of our stock of Merck’s chem- 
icals. In view of the fact that we have pur- 
chased from Merck “in original packages” 
during the course of this year goods 
to the amount of more than §40,- 
000 and bave now on hand a stock 
of his goods “in original packages” of over 
$50,000, is it not clear to every impartial mind 
that all these attempts are intended to hinder 
the sale of these goods by us, and to promote 
the sale of the same articles by Mr. Weicker. 

We might characterize his action by harsh 
epithets but prefer not to forget that we are 
gentlemen; for his information we would 
only add that we are certain that before this 
controversy ends he will be taught that faise- 
hood and perversion are not American methods 
of business.

The Tariff on Colors and Raw Mate- 
rials, 


NEw YoOrK, December 3, 1887. 

Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 

Asa manufacturer of colors, I desire to call 
the attention of the trade to the imperative 
necessity for action in the matter of securing 
some modifications of the present import 
duties on paints and colors, as well as raw ma- 
terials. I believe that none of the color man- 
ufacturers of this country are alive to the 
danger which threatens their interests, but, 
individually, they are powerless to do any- 
thing to ward it off. What is needed is con- 
certed action, and if, through this letter, the 
manufacturers in all parts of the country can 
be brought together, I shall consider that a 
good deal has been done toward accomplishing 
the purpose, which probably every manufac- 
turer hasin view, viz, urging upon Congress 
the necessity for a modification of the present 
tariff so that they may be placed in a better 
position to meet the increasing computition 
from foreijga manufacturers. During the 
approaching session, there is no doubt that the 
tariff issue will receive a general overhauling, 
and if the color makers are not on hand 
to look after their interests it will be their own 
fault if no changes are made in theirfavor. It 
18 a well known fact that manufactured colors 
are not adequately protected—some are pro- 
tected by special and large duties, but in the 
case of others the protection to the American 
manufacturer is the smallest possible. On the 
other hand, all the raw materials used ace well 
protected, the average rate of duty being over 
40 per cent. I recognize that to regulate this 
many conflicting interests would have to be 
reconciled, and at first sight it wou'd seem to 
be impossible, but it seems to me, and to others 
in the same position whom I have consulted, 
that the matter can be adjusted, but only 
through a thorough discussion of the questions 
invulved by all the parties interested. The 
question, I feel, should be brought forcibly to 
the attention of color manufacturers, and the 
oniy proper way in which that can be done is 
through their associations. I would suggest 
that the Paint, Oiland Varnish Association of 
this city, with the co-operation of the Boston, 
Chicago and Philadelphia clubs, issue invita- 
tions to all the color makers in the United 
States to meet in New York for a gen- 
eral conference on the tariff question, so 
that prompt and intelligent action may 
be taken to bring about the needed reform. 
At the same time the manufacturers of raw 
materials should be invited to confer and co- 
operate with the color manufacturers, so that 
come bill or petition may be presented to the 
Ways and Means Committee, or that proper 
committees may be appointed to urge upon 
Congress the imperative necessity for such 
modifications of the tariff as will do away with 
the dangers which threaten to annihilate the 
color-making business inthis country. The 
increasing use of foreign paints and colorsin 
this country isshown by the Government re- 
ports. For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1878, 
the total value of imported paints and colors 
amounted to $864,772, while this year we im- 
ported $1,270,233. The foreign manufacturer 
has every advantage on his side, and on many 
goods they can practically keep the American 
maker out of theirown market. The German 
manufacturers are in good sbape, particularly 
todo this, [t may not be generally known 
that there isa German association called the 
“Society for the Introduction and Promotion 
of Home Industries in Foreign Lande.” It has 
headquarters in every large city in the world, 
and these branches work with the greatest har- 
mony and spend a good deal of money, because 
the question of increasing their business is to 
them of the greatest importance. Why should 
not we form a like strong association of cclur 
manufacturers in the United Statee, and such 
a body could not fail to have great weight in 
Washington. What is most needed is not higher 
duties on manufactured colors, but cheaper 
raw materials, and this we can have without 
injustice to anyone if the matter is properly 
managed. This is a live question, and why 
should not the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club 
take it up at its next meeting.

If a success, it would help 
out this Northwest wheat section, and if you 
can give us the needed addresses we will make 
an effort to have the U.S. Agricultural Depart- 
ment try toget a few bushels of the seed with 
instructions for planting.

OBITUARY. 
J, J. VANDERGRIFT, JR, 

Jacob J. Vandegrift, Jr., son of Captain J. J. 
Vandergrift, president of the United Pipe line, 
and also of the Keystone bank, died at Pitts- 
burgh last Friday of heart disease. Mr. Van- 
dergrift was in the prime of life, having just 
passed his twenty-ninth year, For some years 
he had suffered from this malady, which was 
pronounced hereditary by his pbysicians, his 
mother having been affilicted with it for years 
prior to her demise.

His judgment in business 
matters generally was good. Mr. Vandergrift 
married while in Oil City a beautiful and ac- 
complished young lady, who survives him. 


JAMES M. C. MARTIN.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 
The assessment by collector at New York at 
80 cents per gallon on so called red oil claimed

The treasury department has decided that 
drawbacks eannot be allowed on certain bags 
of American manufacture, entered for export, 
and which are shown to have been merely 
loaned to the exporting vessel for use in carry- 
ing grain to Lisbon and then returned to the 
lenders. 


Acting upon the advice of the attorney gen- 
eral, the treasury department has decided that 
inasmuch as coriander seed is an aromatic 
seed, not edible in itself, and is imported ina 
crude state, itisexempt from duty under the 
provision of the free list for non-edible aro- 
matic seeds. This reverses previous rulings of 
the department under which these seeds were 
held subject to duty. 


Collector Magone has called the attention of 
the treasury department toa certified judgmen 
including an item for which protest was not 
lodged in time, and which was improperly in- 
cluded. The department replies that the al- 
lowance of interest after entry of original 
jadgment is not a matter of strict right, and 
that although the department cannot strike 
out of the judgment the items improperly in- 
cluded, yet the existence of such items may be 
considered in determining the equity of the 
plaintiff’s claim for interest subsequent to its 
entry. The department has in this case re- 
ferred the statement to the auditor for exami- 
pation and settlement, with instructions to 
deduct all the interest accruing after the date 
of original judgment. 


The minister of Canadian customs has decided 
that all additional sums payable under section 
8 of the customs act for undervaluation are in 
future to be treated as being purely of the na- 
ture of increased duty, and not fines or seizure 
moneys, Consequently no appraisers or other 
customs officers concerned in the ratings of 
such valuations will be entitled to participate, 
as heretofore, by way of award in respect of 
moneys so collected. The change has been 
madein order to remove the dissatisfaction 
which existed to a greater or less degree among 
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importers in reference to a case where the 
penalty might be held to be consequent upon 
an interested view of the valuation of any class 
of goods being taken by the appraisers of 
customs, 








PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The great gushers at Cygnet, O., which 
ceught fire last week as stated in the REPORTER, 
continued to burn for five days before it was 
finally got under control and extinguished, 


J. Parkhurst & Co.and John Henry Nicolai, 
of Baltimore, have complained to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission of unjust and un- 
reasonable rates given by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Compuny upon crude petroleum from 
the oil regions to Baltimore. 


The two largest cargoes of petroleum ever 
shipped from this port were cleared on Thure- 
day last for Bremen; the steamer Wilkommen 
took 1,250,680 gallons and the Minister Maybach 
1,057,870 gallons, Or about 25,000 barrels each. 
This in crude equivalent amounts to 73,287 bar- 
rels. 


Petroleum has been discovered in Vernon 
county, Mo., at a depth of 100 feet, on the farm 
of Captain Thomas Todd. The oil is of fine 
quality, is an abundant flow and will be de- 
veloped. Natural gas has also been struck in 
the same neighborhood at the depth in one in- 
stance of 40 feet and in another at 80 feet. 


While tubing the Heniston gas well in the 
Schecaly district last Friday the gas exploded 
and five men who were in the derrick floor at 
the time were badly burned. These were 
Alfred Oaks, Patrick Morrarity, John Attle- 
barger, Harry Shoupe and P.R. Lindsay. The 
rig and all adjacent buildings were destroyed 
and the gas is burning as it escapes from the 
ground, 


From Toledo came a report last week to the 
effect that the Standard Oil Company was 
about to construct a grand trunk pipe line 
from Chicago to New York by way of the Ohio 
and Pennsylvania oil flelds, which, when com- 
pleted, would be nearly 1,000 miles long and 
would cost at least $5,000,000. The report pro- 
bably originated in the fertile brain of a Toledo 
reporter and was promptly denied here by the 
parties interested. 


The Fropical Agriculturist, published in Cey- 
lon, copies an article on the use of petroleum 
as fuel from the REPORTER and adds: 
“The one great difficulty is the cost of freight 
fora material so bulky and dangerous. Our 
hopes lie in bricks of the crude material 
mixed with pounded coke or charcoal, or some 
like substance.”” It would seem that the bricks 
would be still buikier, while our far off con- 
temporary evidently has an exaggerated idea 
of the dangers of petroleum transportation. 


The excitement {over the discovery of oilin 
Albany townsbip, Berks county, continues at 
fever heat. Land worth a month ago severa) 
bundred doliars an acre, is now rated at as 
many thousands, C. B. Chubbuck, an expert 
from Butler county, bas been secured by the 
stockholders, and will at once commence bor- 
ing for oil. The oil company is leasing ali the 
land it can get hold of, and people who never 
heard of Albany township before are flocking 
to Wernersville, the center of the oil excite- 
ment. 

In the $250,900 civil damage suit of the Buf- 
falo Lubricating Oil Company agairst Hiram 
B. and Charles M. Everest, the Acme Oil Com- 
pany, the Vacuum Oil Company and the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, the defendants last Thursday 
served a notice of appeal from Judge Haight’s 
recent decision denying their motion for a 
change of venue to Albany county on the 
ground that a fair and impartial trial cannot 
be obtained in Erie county. The cost of this 
appeal for printing the papers alone it is suid 
will be $3,000. 

The Oll City Derrick bas christened natural 
gas “*potrogen.” It answers very well but it 
will be difficult to supplant the old appellation, 
aud “natural gas” it will probably continue to 
be called. For the new name the Derrick says: 
“Now, that which is commonly called ‘natural 
was’ is as truly arock gas as petroleum js rock 
oil. Neither may be the natural product of the 
rocks, but they are obtained from or by drill- 
ing into the rock. As gen is an appropriate 
root or term for gas,we would suggest the 
name of petrogen for what is now called natu- 
ral gage,” 

A recent orderjlimiting the natural gas sup 
ply at Findlay bas caused considerable com- 
ment among oil and gas operators. Even the 
manufacturers are put op sbort rations, and 
the gas company will not allow any oneto 
waste the gas or use it in displaying and adver- 
tising. One year ago Prof. Orton, the State 
geologist, told the people of Findlay: ‘Don’t 
waste a foot of natural gas. The wells will 
turn to oilalltoo soon. Gas is gold, but oll is 
only iron.”’ It is feared that the prediction of 
Prof. Orton is being fulfilled, and that the 
wells are being turned to oil. 


The total production of crude oil in the Lima 
and Macksburg flelds—the former composed 
of the counties of Allen, Auglaize, Hancock 
and Wooé and the latter of Washington and 
Noble counties—since January 1, 1884, is 4,284,- 
172.52 barrels, of which’ only 301,527.18 barrels is 
from the Macksburg field.

Does Cinchona-Growing Pay? 


A well known Berlin wholesale druggist. Mr. 
J. D. Riedel, in arecent number of the Phar- 
maceutische Zictung. offers his view of the 
question at what lowest sale price of bark cin- 
chona growing can be made to pay. Mr. Riedel 
asserts that from 1480 to 1882 cinchona export~ 
ers in Columbia did not find it profitable to 
ship any bark for which Jess than 5d per lb. was 
paid at the London auctions. It should be 
noted, however, that at that time the London 
charges and allowances on cinchona were very 
much heavier than they are at present, deduc- 
tions for difference in weight alone amounting 
to about 10: er cent. During the same period 
the cost of production of a cargo (equal to 250 
lbs.) dry cuprea bark in the forests of Santan- 
der, where that variety had just then been dis- 
covered in immense quantities, was 2}4d per 
lb., taking into account the loss on the Spanish 
exchange and the fact that nearly6 Ibs. of 


green bark were required to yield 1 Ib. 
of the dry article. Carriage of the 
bark through the woods and by the 


Magdalena River to Savanilla, the port 
of shipment, amounted, in 1880, to about 
2d per |b., butafterwards, when the rates were 
increased, to as much as 6d perlb. As soon as 
the London price for this variety averaged 
below 6d per lb. the export of cuprea bark 
must, therefore, have ceased to be profitable. 
With the decline in the value of cinchona the 
exportation of bark from South America to 
New York and Paris receded toa minimum, 
and the shipments to London were mostly lim- 
ited to old stock on hand. Theincreaesof East 
Indian bark supplies, collaterally with the di- 
minution in the South American shipments. is, 
in Mr. Riedel’s opinion, evidence that cinchona 
ean be produced much more economically in 
the British and Dutch colonies than in its orig- 
inal habitat. Labor being cheaper in Ceylon 
thap in South America, the cost of collecting 
bark in the former country may be estimated 
atid per lb. of dry bark, or per 100 lbs., 8g 4d; 
carriage to ra'lway station, per 190 lbs., 6d; 
railway freight and carriage to the mills in Co- 
lombo, 1s; repacking. pressing, export duty 
and other charges at Colombo, and freight to 
London. 33 6d3 cartage, sampling, storage, and 
sale expenses in London, !8 9d; insurance (on 
40s per cwt.), broker’s commission, interests on 
money advanced, etc., 5 to 5} per cent of 4s, 
2a 5d; total costs and charges per 100 Ibs, 17% 5d, 
or 2 1-1"d per lb. It follows that if the average 
price at the London auctions is leas than 2 1-10d 
per ib the planter loses money absolutely, and 
it will pay him better to leave his trees alone or 
to burn them down, as the cheapest way of de- 
stroying them, thanto harvest the bark, The 
cost of turning chinchona bark into sulphate 
of quin*ne, Mr. Riedel estimates (for London) 
at 144 to19-10d per lb of bark, and the aver- 
age proportion of quinine in the bark at 14 to 
1% per cent. Calculating on this basis he ar- 
rives at toe conclusion that if the planter is to 
rece've beck the mere cost of collecting and 
sbipping bark, no‘ ailowing for any profit, the 
producing price per oz. of quinine ia 1s 3 1-34,

Preparing Legislation Under- 


valuation, 


It is learned that the plans of the Senate 

Undervaluations Committee have during the 
past few days undergone some very material 
and beneficial revision. The interview with 
Secretary Fairchild and Assistant-Secretary 
Maynard bus perhaps been the principal cause 
of this chunge of sentimentand policy. One of 
the most pronounced features is a determina- 
tion to abandon a great many provisions that 
ibave been cherished up to this time as highly 
desirable, and to repeal a great many pro 
visions of existing Jaw which have not until 
recently been the sutject of serious considera- 
tion. The change of program will, it is 
sald, tend to expediate the work very much 
and greatly simplify the bill to be reported, 
which had grown to unwieldy proportions and 
n serious degree of complexity. 
@ The main feature of the bill as it now stands, 
wad it issaid to be virtually complete, is an at- 
tempt to bring a!) the appraising duties and 
powers into the bands of a board or court of 
Governmental appraising officers, from whose 
floal decision there sball be no appeal either es 
tu classification or aa to values, and to revise 
the forfeiture lawsso as to enable the customs 
service to readily enforce that penalty upon 
prima facia evidence of intended fraud or 
evasion, The members of the committe still 
consider themselves under an injunction of 
secrecy which prevents them from giving 
specific information as to the details of their 
plan 

They claim, however, that the revised bill wil, 
piace the entire business of appalsement in ex- 
pert and disinterested hands, and that the final 
tribunal will be one to which the importers in- 
terested will have easy access, and before which 
serious delays will not occur, while appeals to 
the Treasury department and the courts will be 
done away with. They &lso claim that honest 
importers will be benefited by action render- 
ing operative the forfel(ure system, which they 
now regard as whoily nullified. The claim is 
made that brokers and attorneys will be the 
only parties aggrieved by the principal pro- 
visions. 

The Committee adheres to a ceverings clause 
(although auch legislation does not seem to be 
within the province of the Senate), which will 
cause @ return to the forwer claim of the Treas- 
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ury that coverings passing into the hands of 
the final purchaser ars subject to duty: in otber 
words, that the basis of assessed value is the 
condition on which the goods would be offered 
for sale in a foreign or home market, without 
outside coverings for transportation. Although 
admitting to the embryo bill this clause, appar- 
ently strictly a revenue provision, the commit- 
tee has thus far declined to go into the ques- 
tions of reform of the warehouse and drawback 
systems on the ground that they are matters in 
which the House alone can originate legisia- 
tion. 


It is said in this connection that the Senate 
Committee has not declared itself hostile to the 
important reforms of the warehouse system 
advocated by Mr. Hewitt, but that the action 
of the House will be awaited and the sentiment 
of the Senate then taken. The Senate Commit- 
tee atonetime contemplated a thorough re- 
vision of the drawback system in all its bran- 
ches, which has now been abandoned. 


The proposition to make final the decision of 
the Board of General Appraisers as to classifi- 
eations as well as values was originally con- 
templated, then abandoned, and now revived. 
The assurance that the work of the committee 
is now virtually complete is accompanied by 
the statement that any and all of its clauses are 
stil) subject to revision, Senators Allison and 
Beck are the members to whom the most ear- 
nest and sincere determination to benefit the 
service without any covert desire to increase 
the burdens upon importers or add to the har- 
essments and obstructions with which they 
contend, are attributable. Although from 
widely opposing standpoints, the purposes of 
these Senators appear to be practical and busi- 
ness-like. At every stage of the deliberations 
more or leas visionary, impracticable or bur- 
densome recommendations have crept in, and 
it will not be until the last moment that it can 
be told with certainty how far such features 
may be included. 





Nutmegs and Mace. 


These are one production, the mace being 
the envelope to the nutmegs, and aithough 
they are entirely different in all outward ap- 
pearance, and are ouly separated for commer- 
cial purposes, and to get rid of a thin inter- 
mediate shell, they must have grown together 
on the same tree, and, of course, in the same 
countries. We will therefore bring them back 
to somewhat of their original relations, and 
treat of them together, especiaily as their 
manner of treatment {s the same in the spice 
mill room, and will better answer the purpose 
of thisarticle. The fruit of the nutmeg tree 
bas much the appearance of a pear, and when 
ripe hes a yellow golden color. The fleshy 
part resembles candied fruit, and ig itself also 
preserved and eaten as sweetmeats. Within is 
first the mace, then the shell, and then the ker- 
ne), which isthe nutmeg of commerce. It is 
therefore enciosed in a thin brown shell 
eeparating it from the mace which envel- 
opes both. The Dutch endeavored to con- 
trol this trade aud confine the cultiva- 
tion to the Banda Isles, but during the 
retention of the islands by the British, living 
nutmeg plants were sent to Penang, India, and 
they are now extensively cultivated in the 
West Indies, also in the Dutch possessions in 
Java, of which Batavia is the capital. The 
Batavia nutmegs are those most commonly 
used in America. They are all limed before 
shipping to protect them from the ravages of a 
beetle—or worm, as understood there. The 
Penang nutmegs are not so limed, and on this 
account some consider them better, while 
others think the Batavia far superior. There 
is considerable deception, bowever, practiced 
in limed nutmegs. Sometimes o]d worm eaten 
nutmegs are plugged up and relimed; again, 
they are sometimes relimei to give them a new 
appearance, and to puton them an extra coat 
of lime that costs little, and when the case is 
emptied there is a pound or two of lime that 
bas cost the purchaser the price of the nut- 
megs. This is not always covered by tare. To 
judge nutmegs, pick out of the lot one of the 
mostinferior—not the best, for if the worst 
iooking are good there is no trouble with the 
rest—and cutit in two. It should have no 
worm holes, but be full of oil and cut likea 
piece of wood, and ifa pin is thrust into one: 
the oil should ooze out on its being withdrawn. 
These would be considered good nutmegs. 
But every quality has a market value; 
they must all be sold. Knowing, therefore, 
how to judge, the question to be determined ig, 
what is any kind worth to the purchaser? If 
they are intended to be sold whole at retail, 
those of about 110 to the pound are the best for 
general demand, and the round ones are con- 
sidered the best in quality as well as ia appear- 
ance. Large, long Penang nutmegs, either 
jimed or brown, are fancy, and not in the line 
of spice mill stock. It is not in the line of 
common sense either to use the best stock for 
grinding, for after they are ground the appear- 
ance amounts to nothing. For this purpose 
therefore, it is desirable to pick your stock, or 
buy a quulity for grinding. Get them as good 
as you can for the money, a8 rich in oil as pos- 
sible; but somehow the wormholes will often 
get into the best nutmegs, as in other things, 
and the holes are not diffioultto grind, and 
when ground the holes are bard to find. There- 
fore judge judiciously, and avoid the dry, in. 
sipid kind that a worm would not touch.@Nut- 
megs cannot be ground in an ordinary spice 
mill (burr ston’ w scocount of the oll, and if 
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pure article is desired it is neceseary to crusb 
them ip pounders, the same as mustard. Only 
in cases where they are much mixed with some 
very dry material could they be ground, and 
then only by an experienced miller.—London

Proposed Supply of Oil Lamps by Oil 
Companies, 

A proposal of a somewhat stariling character 
ig advocated by that energetic sensationalist, 
Mr. Charlies Marvin, who asks whether tie oil 
cnmpanies could not take in hand the task of 
lending good lamps to the public. A year ago, 
he gaye, be made investigations which proved 
to his satisfaction that neither Scottish paraffin 
nor American petroleum was to blame for the 
lamp accidents then occurring, and that the 
fault Jay with Birmingham lamps. He goes on 
to aay: ‘My inquiry showed that while ali the 
lamps of the masses were dangerous in some 
respect or other, the lamps of Dives did not 
meet every cause of danger, except one, which 
seemed proof against every cause of accident I 
had tabulated. From this I argued that my 
standard of safety was not an ideal one, but a 
practical one, having been attained by a cer- 
tain lamp, and that therefore, not that the 
public should be asked to buy or compelled 
to buy that lamp, but that lampniakers 
should be compelled also toimprove their no- 
toriously dangerous lamps up to that standard 
of safety, if one lamp could fulfil all the condi- 
tions of safety why should Birmingham year 
after year turn out lamps denounced by the cor- 
oners, scientific experts, ete., and cause a mor- 
tality which atthe present moment averages 
nearly 300 agonizing deaths per annum in this 
country alone? If one lamp can be made safe 
all lampsshould be made safe, under pain of 
having their sale prohibited. The question is 
tolerably simple regarding rich people, because 
they can buy good all-metal lamps; but with 
the masses it is a case of Hobson’s choice, 
since the shops of oil and color men are cram 
med with shoddy lamps in glass and china, 
with rarely asingle safety one among them, 
I refer in particular to the Metropolis. Now, 
asitisnotaneasy matter to manufacture a 
cheap safety metal lamp giving a powerful 
light, the conviction has been growing inmy 
mind that it would be a good thing for the par- 
affine oil trade, and a good thing for the public, 
ifthe oil companies would adopta suggestion 
dropped at a recent gas couference at Man- 
chester, where a prominent gas manager re- 
commended that gas companies should grapple 
with the growing oil competition by lending 
lamps as they now do stoves. Well, if gas 
companies could do this, why not oil compa- 
nies? In Brussels I believe there are compa- 
nies that lend lamps, and send round men every 
day to trim and fill them, In Philadelphia 
lamp trimming provides an occupation for 
poor ladies. If in London, where gas costs 2s. 
bd. per 1,000 feet, shopkeepers are discarding 
gas for lamps (a dozen shops have done this, to 
my knowledge, in Plumstead lately) because 
they consider it 50 per cent cheaper, why could 
not oil companies step in and organize this 
movement to their advantage ?’’— Oil Traders’ 
Gazette. 


The “Sanitas” Trade Mark Protected. 


Following is the judgment rendered in the 
London High Court of Justice, in the infringe- 
ment case of the “Sanitas’” Company, limited, 
plaintiffs and George Condy, trading as the G. 
Condy’s Sanitants Company, and the Condisani- 
tae Company, defendant. 

Mr. Justice Kekewich. “Now it is pointed 
out that not only is there a difference ip name, 
but that there also isa difference in label; and 
I take it on the evidence that there has been no 
infringement on the part of the defendant of 
any colored labe!. Lut these two things are to 
be remarked—first, that the detendant desires 
to sel] something which may or may not be es- 
sentially the same thing as the plaintiff's. 
There has been no evidence either way, but he 
wishes to sell something which purporte to 
have the same effects, to be of the same use as 
that which is sold by the plaintiffs. I have the 
betties before me besides the description given, 
aod though the effects are somewhat differently 
described, and the language on the bottle is 
somewhat different, yet itis impossible not to 
see ata glance that each of these mixtures is 
intended to be used as a disinfectant or deodor- 
ant, which is the term used in the pleadings, 
and for other like purposes. 

“There is a long list Gn the bottle of the de- 
fendant which I have before me, and there is 
another list in different Janguage, but pointing 
to the same conclusion on the bottle of the 
plaintiff. It is quite open to the defendant to 
sell a disinfectant or deodorant, and to manu- 
facture it, and if he can produce precisely the 
same article, he is perfectiv at liberty todo 
that, and he may call it by any name he likes 
which is his own. Lut, baving not only the 
English language before him, but every 
language living or dead to choose where he 
pleases, he will take np the Latin word “Sani- 
tas,”’ and to my mind the very choice is a dis- 
tinct indication of fraud. He is perfectly 
aware,and I must take him to be aware, that 
“Sanitas’’ was appropriated by the plaintiffs; 
and why on earth he should not have taken 
some Greek, French, Italian, or any otber 
word, and called his mixture or compound by 
that other word, unleas he desired to pass his 
goods off as those of the plaintiffs, it is beyond 
my ingenuity to conceive, 
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“To my mind, whether it is ‘Condisanitas,’ 
or ‘Sanitant,’ it being a compound intended for 
the same purpose,I must come to the conclu- 
sion, ana I think any ordinary jaryman would 
come to the conclusion that he bas gone as 
near as he thought he safely could with the in- 
tention of cutting out the plaintiffe, and cut- 
ting them out dishonestly—that is, passing off 
his goods as theirs. That is my distinct con- 
clusion on the evidence, and to say that he had 
put his name, and has not used a yellow label» 
only goes to show that his impudence was 8o 
great as some fraudulent persons exhibit. I 
have not the slightest hesitation in granting to 
the plaintiffe the relief which they claim, and 
of course with costs.”

Oil Distilling at Mitcham. 
It is now nearly six weeks ago since the last 
bundles of peppermint herb were distilled at 
Mitcham. The crop, which at the commence- 
ment of the season gave every indication of 
falling much below the average, began to show 
8‘gns of improvement just before the plants 
w.re ready for cutting. A few days rain at 
that period had an excellent effect upon the 
growing plants, and after all the quantity of 
oil obtained was not very much less than last 
season’s, and of exceptionally good quality. 
Just when the distillivg period was drawing to 
a close we bad occasion, says the London 
Chemist and Druggist, to inspect one of the 
principal werks in Mitcham, conducted bya 
French pharmacist, who undertook, in his 
own words, to retrieve the fame of the Mitch- 
am essential oils in the eyes of his countrymen, 
atthe instance of a syndicate of French pep- 
permint consumers, pharmacists and confec- 
tioners. According to this gentleman, English 
peppermint, always much esteemed in France, 
had of late years acquired an unenviable 
distinction by reason of the sophisticating 
Processes to which it was so frequently 
subjected. When, therefore, a practical phar- 
macist, who, moreover, had acquired consider- 
able experience of the essential oil industry at 
Grasse, announced his determination to start 
a distillery at Mitcham, the principal French 
consumers of English peppermint readily 
promised him their support, and as a matter of 
fact the bulk of the peppermint oil manufac- 
tured at his distillery finds its way into France. 
The distilling and rectifying process at the 
Mitcham works, though in no material point 
differing from the methods usually followed, 
may be describedin afew words:—The stem and 
leaves ofthe mint or the leaves alone of the 
lav -nder are placed in a huge iron container or 
stilland covered with water. A fire is then 
lighted under the container, and when the wa- 
ter in the latter commences to boil, the steam 
is forced through the only exit, viz. a worm- 
shaped pipe which has been fixed to theatill be- 
fore the heatisapplied. This pipe runsintoa 
cooling-vat, where it is surrounded by cold 
water, add then the vapor passing from the 
still, which carries the essential oil with it, is 
condensed,the oil being at the same time lique- 
fied. Oil and water are then drawn from the 
worm by a tap and left to separate, the oil be- 
ing subsequently drawn off, The steamed: out 
part of the plants is put aside, dried in the air, 
and burned, but especially just after the dix 
tilling season, the accumulation of this waste 
product causes much inconvenience. The pep- 
permint oil is usuaily sold as it comes from the 
stil), this being the cheapest variety; but in an- 
other part of the works there isa rectifying 
apparatus in which the more expensive grades 
of oil are treated tn erder to remove the resin- 
ous matter and improve the culor. The oil 
which first runs out of this apparatus is placed 
aside and sold as “triple rectified’’; the buaik fol- 
lowing forms the second quality, and the re- 
mainder is simply “rectified” oi). After each 
distillation, or if a different material has to be 
distilled, the container is cleaned and the 
odor of the preceding which still adheres 
toit destroyed by boiling water rendered al- 
kali. A large proportion of the mint is raised 
on land belongiug to the works, but part ot the 
material is boueet from farmers in the neigh- 
borhood. and it ig said that the acreage deyoted 
to the crop by growers in Mitcham and the 
surrounding villages is increasiug every year. 
This year nearly 3,000 pounds essential oil of 
peppermint were distilled at the Mitcham 
works, about 360 pounds being obtained from 
the white mint, the most prized variety, which 
of course is always distilled separately. Thig 
oil of white mint sells at 458, to 50s. per pound, 
but the cultivation of the white mint is not 
likely to extend in the same proportion as that 
ot the black—the former only containing about 
one-hslf the percentage of essential oil of the 
latter. Besides, white peppermint is a crop 
which is particuiarly sensitive to climatic in- 
fluences, and suffers more severely from 
drought or frost than does the black mint. Of 
course the quantity of 3,000 pounds, large as it 
is, only represents a fraction of the whole of 
the oil actually distilled at Mitcham. Toere 
are several works in tbat district, and many 
farmers are in the babit of getting their ciops 
distilled at some of toese, paying a royalty tor 
the use of the stile, Lavender is also an im. 
portant crop in Mitcham, At the distillery

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A Novel Pepper Adulterant. 


A grocer in London was prosecuted at thelo- 
eal police court, for selling white pepper which, 
according to Dr. Campbell Brown, the analyst, 
was not fit for use, because it contained de- 
composing matter,owing probably to the berry 
having been steeped in urine sewage. .There 
was no adulterantin the pepper. For the de- 
fence both Mr. Edward Davies and Dr. George 
Tate stated that they had failed to detect de- 
composing matter. Mr. Davies had not been 
able to detect organisms by microscopic ex- 
amination, and Dr. Tate was of the opinion 
that the odor was due to mould. Dr. Brown 
was re-examined, and stated that one method 
for rubbing off the black husks in order to 
make white pepper was steeping them in cow’s 
urine, This was done in India. The magie- 
trates found that the pepper sold by the de- 
fendant was not what it was represented to 
be—viz.,pure white pepper,and imposed a nom- 
inal fine of 5s, and costs. Notice of appeal was 
given.

Introduction of Modern Colors.* 
BY CHARLES O'NEILL, F.C.S. 


The first of the modern colors was Mr. Per- 
kin’s aniline mauve, which was discovered and 
applied in the year 1856 (August); it was two or 
three years after (April, 1859) that the next 
modern color, magenta or fuchsine, made ite 
appearance; the tide rose slowly in 1860 with 
purples, blues and violets, gained every year in 
force and volume, until the flood has now risen 
tosuch a height that one who would like to 
keep up with it stands astonished and dismayed 
at its extent and well nigh confounded with 
the prospect before him. Nor is there any 
sign that we have got to high-water mark, for 
month after month chemists and color manu- 
facturers are patenting new colors or new 
processes in such numbers that only a special- 
ist of specialists can pretend to follow or ap- 
preciate the work that is being done. I do not 
pretend to be that specialist, but having served 
my time to dyeing and calico printing before 
the beginning of the era of modern colors, and 
been in one way or another engaged in the 
business ever since, Iam enabled to give some 
sort of account of the differences of the two 
periods. 

The fixing of }856 as the date when the 
modern colors came in cannot be seriously ob- 
jected to, because it is evident that it isthe 
artificial colors introduced in that year, and 
afterwards for a long time and even now 
spoken of as aniline colors, which occupy 
one’s thoughts. Just before that date three 
new colors occupied attention; these were 
murexide red, Chinese green or Lo-Kao, and 
the last archil purple, but their life was short 
and their influence nil; a little further back 
still catechu and ultramarine blue, accompa- 
nied by the use of albumen, one a natural and 
the other an artificial coloring matter, were 
very welcome additions to the materials of the 
printer, and still highly valued by both printer 
and dyer. Ifthe terminthe title of the paper 
bad been artificial colors, instead of modern 
colors, the claims of Saxony blue, or sulphate 
of indigo, used since 1740, would have to be 
considered #8 wellas the red and yellow chro- 
mates of lead and Prussian blue or royal blue, 
and some others of great value, which may be 
considered quite as much made by art as ani- 
line black or the azo reds are made by art; but 
the most modern of these were in use long be- 
fore the date fixed upon, and may be left with- 
out further notice. 

The relations of the modern colors to the 
various textile fibres is #o very different that it 
is advisable to treat them separately. In the 
first place I will take cotton, and afterwards 
wool and silk, and in cotton give precedence to 
calico printing. The two most important col- 
oring matters in 1856 were indigo and madder. 
Neither of these colors could be directly print- 
edon calico. Indigo indeed in the form of 
China blue was printed, but it had to be subse- 
quently fixed by a process analogous to dyeing, 
and it was not an important branch of the in- 
digo styles. All attempts to obtaio an extract 
of madder fit for printing had failed; it wag 
not until about ten years afterwards that the 
extract of madder came into the market, and 
for the first time the printer was enabled to 
produce by direct application upon the cloth 
the various colors ylelded by madder. Of in- 
digo little need be said. We have seen of late 
yeare some advance in the manner of apply- 
ing indigo, new reducing agents, as the hypo- 
sulphite of soda and zinc dust, the actual 
printing of it by the glucose process of Schlie- 
per and Baum, and the ingenious pigment 
colored discharges of Camille Koechlin, but the 
fundamental indigo styles in which probably 
nine-tenths of all indigo imported is consumed, 

remain practically in the same state they were 
in in 1866. The artificial indigo of Baeyer isa 
scientific victory, not less remarkable than 
that of Graebe and Liebermann in the case of 
artificial alizarine, but it is not an economic 
yuccess, and bas bad no visible influence in the 
trade. The madder styles of 1856 were of great 
excellence as produced by the best houses, 
quite as good or better than pure alizarine 
styles are now; not that alizarine cannot be 
made to yield as good work as madder did, but 
the present conditions of the trade with regard 
to prices are unfavorable to the highest excel~ 
lence in that class of prints. In the dyed

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madder and garancine styles, the designs were 
practically limited to the four or five colors 
yielded by madder or garancine, with 
the belp of catechu brown or drab, catechu 
being the only coloring matter which could be 
worked in conjunction with the dyes; some 
years after the date taker, chrome yellow and 
orange were combined with madder colors, and 
fora time proved a great relief to printers. 
permitting a variety in design and coloring not 
before possible. If it was desired to combine 
such colors as blue, green, or other shades with 
madder colors, it could only be done by print- 
ing these colors with block after the madder 
colors had been dyed and finished. All this is 
changed now, and the calico printer can pro- 
duce designs of ten, twelve or fourteen colors 
printed at one time. in which the reds, pinks, 
purples and chocolates may be alizarine 
colors, possessing all the stability of the old 
madder colors. Strictly considered the 
modern colors cannot be credited with 
this change, it was actually accom- 
plished as soon as extract of madder was 
obtainable some two or three years before the 
discovery of artificial alizarin, but if artificial 
alizarin had not come up there could not have 
been the extensive production of many-colored 
fast cretonne styles which has been a charac- 
teristic of the trade for severul years past, for 
extract of madder would always have beena 
more expensive form of madder, and of re- 
stricted application. Ido not stop to argue 
the question whether it is proper to consider 
artificia) alizarin a modern color or not, for the 
fact of its being identical with something ob- 
tainable from madder does not affect its claim 
to be anew substance. The introduction of 
this most important and most valuable of the 
modern colors has had for effect to cheapen the 
price of the best kind of calico prints; by best I 
mean those of most durable colors, and used for 
personal wear. So far it isa boon to purchas- 
ers of prints; how far it has benefited calico 
printers is another question. It would appear 
that the greater facility of producing passable 
colors has greatly increased production. The 
same works and mactinery can with this and 
other modern colors turn out, say 50 to 70 per 
cent. more printed calico than could have been 
done in the old madder dyeing days. Even 
dyeing with artificial alizarine is going out for 
many styles. It is printed, steamed, passed 
through an open soaping machine for afew 
minutes, cleared and finished straight off. This 
is very different from the old madder dyeing, 
with first and second dunging, washing, dye- 
ing, two or three soapings and clearing. In- 
creased production without a corresponding 
increased demand of course leads to a gradual 
lowering of prices, until profits are cut down 
to a very low margin indeed. I think it may 
be held that the color mixing made easy by the 
introduction of modern colors bas much to do 
with the unremunerative condition of cal- 
ico printing. As nearly as I can fix the 
date it would be in 1852 or 1853 that I 
saw the newly erected 20 color printing ma- 
chine at a now extinct works printing an 18 
color pattern. The same machine is now at 
another works, and I saw it lately printing a 
14 color design. I ask myself the question, 
what difference has the 34 years made in the 
character of the colors and the work, suppos- 
ing that the colorist was using the best colors 
available at each time. The reds and pinks 
then were from cochineal, now they are from 
alizarine, the blues, greens, myrtles and olives 
were of the prussiate class, the greys, drabs, 
browns and chocolates were from the woods— 
logwood, sapanwood, sumac, etc. It may be 
said that only the black, which is from log- 
wood, remained essentially the same at both 
dates, for even in the chocolates and other 
colors which depended mainly upon wood ex- 
tracts, there was an admixture of modern col- 
ora, while the blues and greens, purples, etc., 
were unmixed modern colors, with the 
usual fixing agents. Of course one has to 
depend upon memory and impressions. for the 
prints of 34 years ago cannot be now seen in 
their freshness, but Ithink there has been no 
great change in results as far as regards qual- 
ity of work. There has been a lessening of 
cost of color, and a lessening of labor to the 
color mixer, and undoutedly some colors now 
are brighter that then, but there is not much 
in that; as to fastness of color, except as re- 
gards the reds there has been no gain, perhaps 
even a loss. 

None of the modern colors except alizarin 
and ite allied blue and orange derivatives can 
be said to be fast colors upon cotton in the 
sense that madder or indigo are fast enough 
for the purposes for which they are applied, 
and have contributed in calico printing to give 
a variety in coloring which has no doubt ex- 
tended the demand for printed goods. In plain 
¢yed calicoes many fancy shades are dyed 
with these colors and serve well enough for a 
variety of uses, as linings for garments, hang- 
ings, and the like. Improvements tn fixing 
have been introduced of late years, which have 
materially improved the stability and resist- 
ance of many of the colors. Lloyd and Dale’s 
discovery of the utility of tartar emetic, pat- 
ented in 1861, did not come to be general!y used 
until the patent had expired, brt it has been of 
great service; in combination with tannic acid 
in the color, it gives it fixity enough to many 
colors to resist soaping sufficient to brighten 
and clean the goods. 

* In the Silk Section of the Royal Jubilee Ex- 
hibition there are two exhibits which raise the 
question of modern colors as to stability. In 


one case there is a silk patch-work coverlet ex- 


hibited of many colors. It was made in 1850, 

six years before the first of our modern colors 

came into existence. A written notice informs 

the visitor that the silks were dyed in the “old 

fast unfading dyes,” and further states that 

this coverlet “is a striking illustration of a lost 

Leek industry. a genuine representation of the 

old fast unfading dyes, which is sti!l practised 
by us,” the exhibitors, “for all purposes for 
which they may be required.” The other ex- 
hibit of dyed silke has two sides to it—the silks 
on one side are said to be “in Eastern unfading 
dyes, identical in nature with the colors found 
in the ancient Oriental and Italian needlework, 
they will bear washing, and they are the same 
by gaslight as by daylight.”” On the other side 
the silks are said to be dyed by modern dyes 
and marked for shipping. Ofcourse, the im- 
plication in both these notices is that the old 
dyes are much taster, less liable to fade, and 
altogether better than the modern dyes; they 
really contain an assertion that if you want 
well-dyed silks you must discard the modern 
and go back to the ancient colors. 
The idea that all new dyes are bad dyes is one 
held by numbers of people, who are inclined at 
the same time to believe that in the old times 
there were no loose colors. The truth is that 
with the ancient dyes, as with the modern dyes» 
there was an abundance of loose, bad dyeing, 
and it is, perhaps, as weil to show that, bad as 
the moderns may be, their ancestors were not 
a whit better, and that there were loose colors 
before aniline. There is a book on calico print- 
ing, by C. O’Brien, dated 1791. This author bad 
an exalted opinion of the art of calico printing, 
and condemns in strong language those print- 
ers who use only or mainly what he calls chem- 
ical colors in printing. He will not give re- 
ceipts for these colors lest he should increase 
the number of (bad men who used them. He 
says, in the chapter on color making: ‘By per- 
manent colors every one in the printing line 
considers those that are not to be removed by 
soap, sun, nor air; the others are of various 
kinds, as some withstand washings but will fly 
on the air; others will withstand neither, and 
others only for a little time.” Further on he 
says: “Arbuthnot made some atir with green 
stalks in light chintz, which soon flew (faded), 
and no provision being made to supply the va- 
cant parts the cloth then had a truly Judicrous 
appearance, the flowers seeming scattered here 
and there without stalks or any other append- 
age;” and, again, “itis notorious that in many 
commissioned and other shops, the lowest 
chemical! work, ever with such color as almost, 
literally speaking, would shake off, is war- 
ranted and ticketed as ‘fast,’ and often called 
chintz.” Both in 13th and 23d ot George III. 
the Legislature interfered with the dyers to 
stop certain loose colors. Bancroft gives the 
essence of these acts, but elsewhere I have read 
the occasion of their enactment. It was the 
case of a government contract for the supply 
of blue cloth, for navy purposes. It should 
have been indigo blue, but it was logwood and 
copper blue. The cioth passed inspection, but 
as this color is one of the worst possible, and 
will not stand 24 hours’ sunshine without 
fading into a dismal brown or buff, the results 
were disastrous, and the enraged government 
threatened to impose the enormous penalty of 
twenty pounds per piece upon cloth so dyed in 
the future. Bancroft quotes a curious case of 
a certain Dr. Richard Williams, who was grant- 
ed the sum of £2,000 in 1773,by act of Parliament 
13, George III., chap. 77, for bis discovery of a 
fast green and yellow dye on cotton yarn and 
thread, The secret was not to be disclosed for 
fear the foreigner should reap advantage from 
it, but Williams supplied the materials to the 
dyers. It was soon found the color was no 
good, as it could not stand light, though it 
would stand soap; yetthe inventor was sup- 
ported by the favorable testimonials of persons 
to whom he had made presents of pockethand- 
kerchiefs with borders of yarn woven in whieh 
had been dyed with his yellow and green. The 
colors lasted well enough in pockets, that is, in 
the dark, but faded in the light. These are ex- 
amples from the literature of the subject, but 
anyone of sufficiently extended experience 
hnows well enough that loose colors are not 
peeuliar to the modern era. The range of mod- 
ern colors, just like that of the ancient colors, 
includes fast and loose, and it mainly depends 
upon the dyer to select those which are suitable, 
There are cases in which the dyer has no con- 
trol, as, for example, in the old safflower pink; 
itis ordered and must be supplied. There ig 
nothing but safflower which will dye the 
peculiar safflower pink, and no art or skill 
can make that color fast or durable, 
The same may be said of many light 
shades dyed with the old dyes, annatto, tur- 
meric, or cudbear, upon either silk or cotton; 
80 with some of the new colors, as eosin, fluor- 
escein, peacock blue, and some others; they are 
weak colors, and nothing can be done to 
strengthen them. But to say that the modern 
colors mostly in use for silk and wool dyeing 
are characterized by general instability and 
proneness to fade is not atalltrue. I think I 
may «0 80 far as to say thai all or nearly all the 
colors upon the Leek quilted silk could now be 
dyed with modern colors which would keep 
their quality as long and as well as those 
actually on the quilt. If the wholesale con- 
demnaticn of modern colors that one some- 
times hears had any truth in it they must have 
gone into dixuse long ago, for purchasers of 
dyed goods 4° not twice purchase a false and 


{ deceltta) color. But the opposite is the case, 











the consumption is increasing; and the re- 
spectable dyer knows how far he can use these 
colors without bringing discredit upon him- 
self. 

Whatever may be the true state of the 


case with regard to cotton, I consider 
that the introduction of modern colors 
in the dyeing of silk and wool has 


been of great service. Between the greater 
number of these colors and the animal textile 
fibres there is a direct and powerful attraction 
which it is the part of the dyer rather to re- 
strain and modify than to assist. For the most 
part no mordant of any kind is required; sim- 
ply heating the fibre in a solution of the color- 
ing matter, with, perhaps, addition of a little 
acid or sulphate of soda, and finally washing, 
constitutes the whole of the dyeing. Compare 
cochineal scarlet upon wool with azo red, called 
fast red orrocceline. They can hardly be dis- 
tinguished from one another by shade, but the 
difference of the dyer’s work in their pro- 
duction is quite remarkable. In cochineal 
scarlet the uncertain tin mordant has to be 
made and applied by prolonged heating with 
the wool, and then the cochineal dyed upon it. 
& process requiring much care, and attended 
with uncertainty in unskilful hands, but the 
dyeing with ezo red isasimple mechanical op- 
eration, which can bardly miss at all. This 
color threatens to displace cochineal much the 
same as alizarin bas displaced madder. But it 
is in the fancy shades upon sijk and wool that 
the modern colors have been most useful. 
Great fastness of color is not required for these 
textiles; in a number of cases they are never 
intended to be washed or treated with acid or 
alkaline liquids, but the hue of color should be 
fresh and the fiber undulled. These conditions 
the artificial colors fulfil admirably. Some 
mistakes, no doubt, have teen made in em- 
ploying very fugitive dyes,with loss and annoy- 
ance to all concerned, but they can be avuided. 


Seeing the comparative ease and facility with 
which the modern «olors can be applied to tex- 
tiles, it may be asked whether this has nota 
deteriorating influence upon the foremen 
dyers and color mixers, who do not seem to be 
required to exercise the same care and skill as 
formerly, and who might be expected there- 
fore to become careless and unprogressive; 
well, itistrue the work seems easier and less 
responsibility attaches to the foreman, who 
uses rather than makes color, but in all reason- 
ably large and active dye houses, doing a vari- 
ety of colors, there must be the same watchful- 
ness now as ever there was, for if it is easy to 
dye with these colors, it is quite easy also to 
spoil cloth with them; besides, there is no 
place of general dyeing that has given up the 
old dyestuffs, and the dyer must know how to 
produce blacks, browns, slates, drabs, buffs, 
etc., which are still made from the more 
ancient wares, 


Except madder and cochineal, it does not 
appear that the old coloring matters—such as 
catechu, fustic, logwood, sumac and peach- 
wood—have been much, if at all, affected by 
the advent of the modern colors; their con- 
sumption has not diminished nor their price 
gone down. Logwood atill remains a main 
source of black colors upon wool and cotton, 
Aniline black has been of very great service in 
calico printing, possessing a stability to which 
no other black can lay elaim, and working 
very well in some combinations where logwood 
black would have been very poor. I am think. 
ing of the styles containing much alizarine red 
and black as well as the chrome orange and 
aviline black style, both of which had a con- 
siderable success. But yet nearly all the blacks 
in combination of more than five or six colors 
are still logwood blacks, but the old iron more 
dant has been displaced generally by acetate 
ofchromium. I may say, in passing, that the 
introduction of acetate of chromium aga fixing 
agent in steam colors, both of the ancient and 
modern class, has been a conspicuous boon to 
printing, hardly second to any other material 
introduced of late years. The dyed blacks 
and black and whites, called sometimes 
the mourning style, are yet almost uni- 
versally produced from logwood; logwood 
black is soon injured by light and air, and it 
would be desirable to replace it by aniline 
black, But there are difficulties in the way; 
the aniline black, which is dyed ina vat with 
bichromate of potash, aniline salt, with acids 
and metallic salts, may be called a precipitate 
black; it hasthe disadvantage of rubbing off 
and soiling white articles. The oxidation 
black, if that name may be given to the print- 
er’s black where the color is developed through 
the agency of chlorates and metallic salts, does 
not rub off and is unexceptionable in hue and 
stability, but it has the fatal tendency of affect- 
ing the fibre, softening and tendering it, unless 
it be applied with the utmost skill, and, I may 
say, also the utmost good luck. 


Thus Ihave glanced and touched at some 
pointsin textile coloring bearing upon the 
subject of the theme submitted to me. There 
is nothing, of course, scientific or even defl- 
nite in what has been said; itis more properly 
to be called a speculation, probably a good 
deal influenced by my personal surroundings or 
even prejudices; but, in fact, neither I or any 
other can at the present time give more than 
an imperfect estimate as to how the tinctorial 
arts have been influenced by the modern col- 
ors, for weareinthe m dle of the battle of 
the colors and can only darkly discern what is 
going on.

The movement 
originated in London where prices rapidly ad 
vanced from £12 15s until £15 103 was reachcu, 
which was the price cabled from there to-day 
The movement there is said to have been based 
on short supplies, the stock in Europe being 
reported lower than for several yeare, and this 
having passed under speculative control is 
gaid to insure higher prices in the future. The 
market on this side has kept pace with the im- 
provement abrvad and meanwhile an active de- 
mand both from speculators and consumers, 
has resulted in sales of some 3,(00 tons 
mcstly tor December, January and February 
delivery, at prices ranging from 4 60c to 5 25c. 
The latter figure waa paid tor asmall lot of 
January lead on’change last Friday, but this 
does not represent the market, sales having 
been made to-day at 5 0ic on the spot and 5 10c 
for future, some February however selling up 
t>6 lic, 

White lead has been unsettled during the 
week in this market, owing to < fferings of 
Western brands at prices much below the cost 
of production. The advance in the pig-meta), 
however, is ex 2ected to check this sort of com- 
Petition, and it is believed that in a few days 
higher prices will prevail. Meanwhile the local 
corroders are quoting nominally 6@6!4c, with 
the usual discount aud rebates, ; 

American Oxide of Zinc bas been wanted toa 
moderate degree only, while we are unable to 
nute anything out of the ordinary.

Vegetable Olls 


TUESDAY EVENING, Dec. 6. 


The linseed oil market is ina peculiar posi- 
tion, from the fact that Western crushers seem 
to entertain higher views than city crushers and 
have placed a limit onthe price of their oil in 
receivers’ hands here which practically takes 
it out of the market. In other words, Western 
oil on spot is held at 50c in a jobbing way and 
49c is asked for shipment, and as city brands 
have not been advanced above 50c, there is no 
sale for Western oil, as buyers expect 
the 2c difference in price. The market 
is in a strong position and while city 
crushers will not commit themselves &8 
to probable future action, it is expected 
that an advance will soon be made all around. 
They realize the necessity for higher prices, 
but asthe market is based on the course of 
seed values, which are very uncertain, they 
doubtless want to be sure cf maintaining an 
advance when ordered instead of receding 
from their position. It is claimed that con- 
sumers of oil are the only persons reaping a 
benefit from present figures. 


Cotton oil continues irregular in price, and 
the past week witnessed an unusual slump in 
values owing to the heavy receipts of oil. 
The arrivals to-day were 2,320 bbls, 550 bbis of 
which were for export. This amount exceeds 
the average weekly receipts of former seasons. 
The oil coming here is mostly for delivery on 
cootracts made at lower prices than current 
values, and the wants of buyers being thus 
supplied, there ig a corresponding decrease in 
spot business. Prime summer yellow has 


declined to 42K@43c for immediate de- 
livery, off grades to 40@4lc, prime crude 
3i@36c, and off grade crude 33c, at 


which prices there have been sales including 
150 bbis off color summer yellow at 4c, and 242 
bbls off crude at 33c on spot. These figures are 
said to be nearer the true value of cotton oil 
than the higher Ones formerly quoted. Pres- 
ent quotations are still much better than the 
prices of two previous seasons at this date, the 
market tor summer yellow on December 7, 
1886, being 38c, and same time in 1885 34c, while 
prime crude commanded 30@27c respectively. 
For next month and February 4Cc is demanded 
forsummer yellow and 35c for crude, but we 
hear of little future business. It is said that Oc- 
tober sales exceeded those of November, 
but according to the liberal receipts of oil 
during the past few weeks, the average on- 
looker could detect very little difference in the 
amount of trade passing,and indications would 
point to a larger movement in November. 
There is renewed interest inthe by- products; 
stearine is scarce and wanted; tank bottoms 
are inquired for and nominally quoted at 3}¥¢ec, 
while 400 bbls of soap stock have changed 
hands at 1}4c, and this figure is still asked. No 
change is reported in price for winter grades of 
oil, but lower quotations are expected, to cor- 
respond with other refined grades. No opin- 
ion is ventured on further probabilities. We 
are wired from New Orleans to-night that very 
little crude or refined oil is offering and that 
quotations are nominal; the market there ig 
quiet.

Ceylon cocoanut oll seems to be slightly 
firmer. There is more desire to realize b}ec for 
spot supplies, and unless very large quantities 
are wanted no stock can be moved under the 
figure named. We have sales of 25 tonsata 
fraction under 5}4c, English cocoanut oil is 
also quoted at Sic. Cochin oil is neglected and 
nominal at 7@1}40. 


Olive oil is steady at 66@68c for Italian and 
Spanish, with small sales. It may interest the 
trade to know thata dealer informed the Rz- 
PORTER to-day that he found the consumption 
of olive oil declining. He had increasing orders 
for cotton oi), to be used as a substitute, and 
it surprised him to see how the orders for olive 
oil were On a@ rapid decrease. It is thought that 
consumers found themselves in some instances 
paying olive oil prices for half mixtures of 
cotton oil, and as the latter answered their 
purposes just as wel!, concluded to use cotton 
oil in its purity, and at half the price of the 
other. 


Palm oil has advanced to 5c per lb for prime 
Lagos. It is duil. 


Animal and Fish Olls. 

Another jump of 3c per gallon has been 
made in the price of lard oil, prime city being 
quoted to-day at 6244c. This is owing to the 
continued advance in lard, ard as the latter 
shows signs of staying qualities supported by 
free buying, there is hope for the oil market 
maintaining its strong position. There is little 
western oil offering and most brands are 
quoted at the price of city. A correspond- 
ing advance has been made in the lower 
grades. The export business continues good. 

Saponified red oil is in moderate demand and 
realizing 444@4}¢c per pound. No change is to 
be noted in Elaine oil. 

Oleo oil is quiet and slightly easier than this 
time last week, the best grades being quoted at 
@l0c. 

Sperm oil has been taken for export to the 
extent of 850 bbis crude at 60c New Bedford 
delivery. Boston has received 535 bbls from 
the Pacific coast. Stock in New Bedford is 
17,145 bbls. The refined market is unchanged. 

The only lot of Northern crude whale oil in 
first hands at New Bedford has been sold on 
private terms, but the supposition is that it 
brought fully 4c or more, as that was the fig- 
ure asked one month ago, The transaction 
comprised #50 bbls for domestic use. Only 
Southern oil is now offering in that market.

Menhaden fish oil has eaten taken the 
cue from other markets, as it is reported on the 
rise. At least every one is talking bullish, and 
it has been the cause of remark how views 
coincide in this particular. There seems to be 
no doubt about the strong statistical position 
of menhaden oil, and when the association 
of fishermen meet a few weeks hence 
they will have very little stock of oil 
to report. Holders are demanding 2lc for 
prime northern oil, and it is said that bids of 
20c have been allowed to pass unnoticed. Buy- 
ers would like to know if the heavy sales of a 
few weeks past were for consumption or 
bought on speculation. If the latter expecta- 
tion is correct, the trade may look for oll to be 
dumped on the market from second or third 
hands. But thisis a matter which cannot be 
unearthed at present; at any rate the oil held 
on speculation would hardly be released until 
spring. No fresh business has been reported. 
Pressed grades are firm at former quotations.

gtavity. Some brands of 23 gravity, or what 
is known ag 915 oil are now quoted at 18c; this 
figure seems to be readily paid as it findsa 
large sale for lubricating heavy machinery. It 
has been remarked as strange that 
2244 gravity or 910 oil used for spin- 
dies, only commands 10@llc. These 
prices have not been reached in paraffine 
oils for & long time, and buyers are interested 
in what the future may bring forth. There is 
every indication that the firmness will prevail 
for some weeks at least, as there is a great 
pressure on the available stocks and orders are 
being filled slowly. 


Cylinder stocks are slightly firmer in sympa- 
thy with paraffine oils, but no alterations have 
been made in quotations. Neutrai oils are 
scarce and realizing manufacturers more 
money; the best grades of 54 gravity, filtered, 
commands léc. Black oils are slow of sale and 
unchanged, The whole interest inthe market 
seems to be centered on paraffine oils. 


Oil Cake. 


Oil cake values are apparently well maintain- 
ed, as $25 (s still the figure asked for spot sup- 
plies, although it is intimated that bids of $24 75 
would be accepted. We have sales of 500 tons 
to the short interest during the week at $25 50 
which ia 50c per ton above the recognized mar- 
ket value at time of sale. The urgent demand 
for cake for immediate shipment;bad to be sup- 
plied, and a higher price was paid to meet the 
Pressing necessity. A moderate business is 
doing. Cotton cake is quoted steady in New 
Orleans at $19 50@19 75 per ton for export. 


Wax, Candles, Lara, Tallow, Etc. 

The position of crude parefflne wax has not 
been altered. We have additional sales in a 
small way of 122 melting point at 4}¢c, which is 
considered a good price. Small lots are 
to be had’from other parties in this market 
at 444@43(c for 124@126 test. Neutral war is 
offering in a limited way at 5@5}<c, according 
to melting point. Refined wax is quotable as 
formerly at 9}@10c for 136 test, 8@8%éc for 130 
te® and 7c for chewing gum grades. 

The lard market continues to command the 
attention of speculators to some extent, and 
prices are still tending upward. Western steam 
for prompt delivery is now quoted at 7 90c, and 
sales have been made at this figure, closing 
with bids at that: City steam is in moderate 
demand at 7 60c. Refined lard is quiet at 7 95@ 
8 10c. 

Lard stearine is firm at the advance to &4c, 
with bSds of 844c. Oleo stearine is also in a 
strong position at 6}¢c, but without recent busi- 
ness. 

The tallow market is steady at 4 7-16@ii<c, 
but business is slack. 


Naval Stores. 


Spirits of Turpentine.—The week has been a 
light one,so far as trading is concerned, for 
there have been no large transactions what- 
ever. Buyers have appeared chary and seem- 
ingly of the belief that a lower figure than the 
present one would prevail. From the quota- 
tions from day to day, it will be seen that their 
predictions, or more properly speaking, hopes, 
have not been fulfilled. Prices on the whole 
having been fairly well maintained, owing 
without doubt to the fact that the demands 
have been equal to the receipte, which have 
been light, thereby keeping the stock on spot 
down.

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November Oil Field Report. 


The summary of operations during the month 
of November, with the accompanying statistics 
of production, give a pretty fair idea of the 
extent and effect of the shut-down scheme 
which has now beeninforceafull month. The 
report is, as it was expected it would be, very 
bullish, the new production and new rigs both 
showing a considerable decrease, while the 
total production shows a decrease even larger 
than was expected, the Saxonburg district 
showing diminished vitality. As might be 
looked for, this condition has astrengtbening 
effect, though it appears that some of the pro- 
ducers are becoming restive, and fears have 
been expressed by prominent members of the 
Association of Producers that some would kick 
the traces and go clear of the association. Al- 
though the price has not boomed to the extent 
these dissatiefied producers had been led to 
hope for, they have every reason to be satisfied 
with the success that has thus far attended 
their efforts—it is more than was expected by 
many outside of the pale of the association. 

The summary of wells completed in October 
and November is as follows:

Inthe month of November 110 wells were 
completed with a new production of 1,650 
barrels. The dry holes are 49 in number. 
Compared with October there is a decrease 
of 5 wells and 1,575 barrels in the new pro- 
duction. The new pool at Saxonburg has not 
been able to supply wells of sufficient cal- 
iber to make up for the loss of production 
in other sections. The October report re- 
vealed a decrease of 17 wells and an increase of 
940 bbls in the new production when compared 
with the September figures, while September 
had a decrease from August of 16 wells and 4,175 
barrels production. The August report showed 
a decrease of 10 in wells completed and an in- 
crease in the yield of 4,660 barrels. July hada 
decrease of 12 wells and a drop of 3,534 barrels 
in the new production, while June’s production 
showed an increase of 2,084 barrels over that of 
the preceding month.

A number of wells are being sunk for gas in 
various sections, which are not inc!uded in the 
above list. Mostofthem are in territory that 
is reasonably certain to furnish nothing but 
gas producers, and few can be considered as 
having remote possibilities of finding oil. The 
number of these wells drilling for gas is as 
follows: Allegany 7, Bradford 6, Warren and 
Forest 4, Venango 6. For the close of No- 
vember, there are 46 new rigs, 114 old rigs and 
180 drilling welle, a total of 270, againat 60 new 
rigs, 110 old rigs ond 120 drilling welis, a totel 
of 290 at the close of October. The decrease of 
14in the new rigs is exactly counterbalanced 
by the increase of 4 pew rigs and 10 drilling 
welle. October showed an increase of 17 rigs 
and ¢rilling weils over the total for September, 
while September had a net decline of 11 from 
August, August 21 from that of July, and July 
2 from the report for June. 


MIDDLE FIELD, 

The Middle Field shows what may be accom- 
plished in the way of shut-down by well direct- 
ed efforts energetically applied. Kinzua is 
without a drilling well within what may be 
termed safe territorial limits, and no rigs have 
been erected since the shut-down went into 
€ffect. Two wildcat wells are drilling, one is 
the venture of H. Porter, and Dr. Vanscoy, the 
pioneer of this territory, has more or less to do 
with the other. In Clarendon one well was fin- 
ished and one other appears in the drilling list. 
These operations belong to a gentleman who is 
a refiner as well as producer and manufactures 
his own production. The Wildcatter has been 
exceptionally busy in the fastnesses of the 
hemlock region of Limestone township, War- 
ren County, and along the East Hickory water 
sheds. In this region, remote from popular 
lines of travel, C. K. Book finished two dry 
wells, in one of which he found some gas. 
Morck Keenan and Walton drilled adry bole on 
warrant 3,048, This venture was drilled 
several hundred feet below the Cherry 
Gr ve oil horizon without revealing ol 
or gas. J.C. Welch found only gas on 
Millstone; the pressure indicates the exist- 
ence of agas basis of no mean power. It is 
found in the Hoodoo equivalcnt, which is sup- 
posed to be about the same horizon as Cherry 
Grove and Balitown. In Elk County shut-down 
matters seem to be complicated to a limited 
extent. Three small wells were finished and 
about eix wells are drilling. The drilling here 
seems to be governed by circumstances beyond 
the control of the operators. Existing con- 
tracts and obdurate landowners has much to 
do with impelling the onward march of the 
drill in the big woods. Northwest of Wilcox, 
on warrant 8,212, Armstrong and others have a 
ful! fledged mystery; the well is some little 
distance removed from the Wilcox Oil Com- 
pany’s operations; it is of enough importance- 
it would appear, to cause the owners thereof to 
start another well in the vieinity without so 
much ag lifting the lid,so to speak, off their 
well to see what Pandora had inp store for them. 
This territory, estimated by what has been 
found in the Wilcox Company’s weils, may 
be set down as both light and uncertain; at 
the same time no rule is without its ex- 
ception. The shut-down movement in Grand 
Valley is a complete success as to drilling wells, 
and further than these this report has nothing 
todo. Inthe Triangle, southwest of the valley 
considerable drilling has been done during the 
month, but at the end there was very little do- 
ing and but little remained to show for what 
had been done. Ia Venango county the fig- 
ures show less new work than the month pre- 
vious, but this is due as much to economic 
causes as to shut-down irfiuence. There is not 
the territory to drill. The pools are pretty 
throughly drilled over and much that remains 
undrilled is risky. Slab Furnace and Tipperary 
each have alleged undriiled areas, but only at 
the latter place is there much deference shown 
to shut-down opinions, In Clarion county 
three wells were finished, all ;dry. At the close 
of the month four wells were drilliaug in tre 
county, and one rig embeilishes this report. 
Three of the driiling wells are in the Cogley 
district; one in the vicinity of Edexburg; the 
solitary rig, i¢ seems, was planted on Paint 
Creek. 

BUTLER—SAXONBURG. 


The canvass of the Saxonburg section for the 
moathly report shows aflout 14 new rigs and 44 
drilling welle. This isthe only section in the 
oil country in which the drill is having free 
play and which stands io the way of ultimate 
success of the shut in and shut-down move- 
ment. It now looks as if the Saxonburg field 
would lack the force of ita neighbor down the 
creek. The wellilike the Snee which stand 
out alone and.by themselves, do not have the 
staying power which indicates a good backing 
of oi]. Different theories are still entertained 
in regard to the form which the drill will give 
to this gassy,:gushy development. The ma- 
jority looks for a series of pools or pots having 
a northeasterly and southwesterly range. The 
field is being closely and injudiciously drilled 
and not a few will have a Cherry Grove expe- 
rience in paying big bonus money and drilling 
onsmaliblocks. There willbe 15 wells com- 
pleted in the field this month, and their pro- 
duction will not exceed 1,200 barrels. The 
Snee well started up at 125 barrels per hour 
after being torpedoed with 60 quarts of glycer- 
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ine and was down to 55 barrels per hour Mon- 
day mornirg. The drilling of the month of 
December will give some vital governing 
points forthe fleld. One thing is certain, real 
estate booms for Saxonburg is past and quite a 
few investers are trying to play even. 


WASHINGTON COUNTY. 

The combination of the different interests at 
Taylorstown into “The Washington Oil Com- 
pany,”’ makes the matter of shutting in produc- 
tion an easy problem to solve. The Campbell 
& Aiken well‘on the Wm. Miller farm is fishing 
for lost tools, but is conceded to be dry. The 
work of the wildcatter during the past 60 days 
in this section has helped to parrow the possi- 
bilities of extending the field. John McKeown 
& Scott’s well on the Gifficr farm at Canons- 
burg had a showing of oil from the 50-foot. 
The Gordon sand found was of an inferior 
quality and the well is a failure. Johr Mc- 
Keown’s No. 5 on the Martin Bros. farm, 
located 1,300 feet northeast of the No. 6 on the 
Martin Bros.’ farm, was showing for a small 
well when last heard from. Mr. McKeown 
expect ditto make a 50-barrel producer. H. 
O, Robbins has a wildcat well drilling in Cecil 
township, which should reach the sand by the 
first of the month, 


THE OHIO FIELD. 

During November operations were revived, 
in the northern end of this region especially 
At Lima and Findlay the shut-down has been 
observed strictiy, only a few wells having been 
completed in the former and none in the latter 
section. But Wood County made up for the 
idleness of the other two. Here 14 wella were 
drilled into the oil formation during the past 
thirty daye, and 15 more are in the actual state 
of progression in a similar direction, besides 
which there are nearly a score of rigs a suming 
shape, all of which are located within the de- 
fined limits of the flcld. Besides these, there 
were completed at Haskins and Waterville 4 
more, and a few others are drilling. The de- 
mand for rig builders increased to such an ex- 
tent during the past ten days that to tupply it 
importations from Pennsylvy nia had to be 
made. Perhaps it will cause some astonish- 
ment to some why this enormous amount of 
work at the low price of 15 cents, 

The large well of the Buckeye Pipe Co. is 
placed in the list at 2.000 bbls. This is said to 
be but little more than half of itscapacity. It 
is one of the largest wells ever struck in any 
country, and in capacity was exceeded only 
by the Armstrong and Pbillips gushers 
of Thorn Creek, Pa., a few years ago. This, 
of course, swells the average of the completed 
list to 3024 ltacrels,.which at 15 cents a 
barre] makes a comfortable income. It is 
the unparaleiled richness of the pool that 
lends such |Juminous charms which seem to in- 
vite operators to speedy action, Drilling 
would be done where promise of 2,000 barrels 
a day is given if the market didn’t exceed five 
cents. and the only proof necessary for this ig 
the personal experience of the one who 
reads. There is a fascination about it that 
only those who have had experience can ap- 
preciate. The field has been spread a little to 
tha west and also a little to the east, at Cygnet, 
The Parker & Van Wormer venture, on the 
Noble lands along the Liberty township line, 
opene one-half a mile of territory to the west, 
At the north the character of the wells that 
have receatiy come in would lead to the con- 
clusion that there ia little to be added in that 
direction. The Harrop well, on the Miiler 
farm, the Collins, on the St Clair, and Lang- 
made, on the Stockwell together with the 
Bradshaw, making 4 quartette located within a 
radius of about one mile, being all of the med- 
ium, or less than one hundred barrels species, 
show clearly that it will be unsafe business to 
proceed much further northward. On the east 
the prolific pot is bemmed in by the gas de- 
posi so that the dead line can be established to 
acertainty. The old wellat Trombley station 
was drilled deeper a few weeks ago,by no satis- 
factory results ensued. The Buckeye pipe line 
finds difficult werk to keep pace with the pro- 
ducers in the erection of storage, but manages 
somehow to releive the distress in all parte.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 





TUESDAY EVENING, December 6, 1887. 


The past week has witnessed a decided ad- 
vance in the price of certificates and many 
predict that the long looked for boom has 
set in. A noticeable feature is the additions 
that have been made to the ranks of the bulls, 
operators who had apparently become chronic 
bears having latterly operated,though cautious- 
ly, on the bull side. On the other hand the 
most sanguine bulls, who a month ago pre- 
dicted dollar oil by the first of the new year are 
now content to place the limit at 80c. The 
stronger market is no doubt in agreat measure 
due to the bullish situation in the producing 
field as exhibited by the monthly report of 
operations and to the improved statistical situ- 
ation. The deliveries during the month of 
November have been fully twice the amount 
of the runs which would indicate a decrease in 
the gross stocks of over 1,000,000 bbls. The mar- 
ket has had further support by an advance in 
the price of refined oil which has been made 
neccessary, an“, taken altogether. the situation 
warrants the bullish feeling that has prevailed. 
‘Lhere is one element lacking, however, to com- 
plete the bull features necessary to insure a 
boom. Outside investors have not yet taken 
the interest in oi] that was hoped for by those 
who predicted that when the shut-down was 
foilowed by a rising market outside operators 
would flock inand make the market lively. 
Thus far the heaviest operations on the long 
side have been onthe Western Exchanges, and 
are popularly attributed to producers, but 
they have not developed the necessary staying 
qualities; while here the ‘dear public” contin- 
ues to holdaloof. So far the shut-down has 
been successful, though it is by no means as- 
sured that it will continue go, and wh le the 
remembrance of former failures lingers out- 
side operators continue skeptical and hesi- 
tate lest they repeat form>-r experiences. 
The situatior, however, i3 etrong, and 
far more favorable to higher values 
than it has been in many months. The 
transactions during the week show a very 
large increase, the sales footing up 14,249,000 
bbls against 4,304,000 bbls for the five days of the 
preceding week. The clearances of the local ex- 
change amounted to 32,228,000 bbls, against 11,- 
606,000 bbis during the preceding week. The 
total clearances reported for the other four 
exchanges amounted to 42,880,000 bbls 
against 16,169,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The highest price of the week was 
reached on Monday, when 775g¢ was touched 
The lowest point of the week was 73}¢c and was 
touched last Thursday. The opening price 
last Wednesday was 74340 and the close this 
evening wasat 7\}4c, showing an advance as the 
result of the week’s trading of 2c, while the 
extreme range of fluctuations forthe week was 
434. 

In the;Saxonburg ficld the wells show a rapid 
decline in production, notwithstanding that 
they are treated to liberal doses of nitro-gly- 
cerine. The Badenfelder was shot with 40 
quarts iast Thursday, and responded at a 40 
bbls per hour rate, but has since dropped to 
less than 10 bble. The Grandmother No. 1 was 
shot with 100 quarts and increased to 45 bbls an 
hour, but has also dropped to 10 bbis. The 
Bauman No. 3 was also shot the same day, but 
with indifferent results. The averege of the 
wells in this field when they settle down to 
steady production in not above 10 bbis an hour, 
the only no'able exception being the Snee, 
which appears to be good for 2 bbls an 
hour. The Marshall Oil Cc.’s Nos. 1 and 
2, and Hayes & Co. on the Severance, south- 
west of Grandmother No. ?, are approach- 
ing the sand and will reach it this week. 
Bolard’s and the Lonitz No. 3, near the Urqu- 
bart producer, wiil get the sand this week. 
Extension Oil Company’s No. 5, 400 feet north 
of Badenfelder well, is building tankage and 
will getinin a few daye, The Snee No. 2, 500 
feet north of No. 1, will be in the sand the 
latter part of this week. No. 8, one location 
further north, will follow No. 2 a few dsys 
later. Haymaker & Armer’s wildcat on the 
Graube, one and one-half miles northwest of 
the Grandmother, is 1,600 feet deep, and should 
get the sand in a few days. The Englehart and 
Troutman No. 3 are through the sand, the 
former a hopeless failure and the latter a small 
producer. Iman No. 3, near the Clark, is close 
to the sand. 


In the Washington field the well on the Adam 
Carson farm, south of Taylorstowp, got 
through the sand and was hopelessly dry. This 
closes the last and only probable outlet of the 
Taylorstown pool. While the productive areas 
are thoroughly defined, hundreds of acres of 
remunerative territory remains undrilled. The 
failure of the Carson well adds greatly to the 
prospective value of the territory owned by the 
Washington Oil Company, all of which witha 
reasonable degree of certainly may be called 
good, 

Latest advices from the Bucklin well on 
Tract 5,207 in Forest County,say that the gas has 
increased beyond all expectations. It is now 
45 feet in the sand, which is full of gas. Four 
large and seemingly distinct veins have been 
encountered from which the flow ig very 
strong. The parties interested are stili san- 
guine of oil,and with that object in view, 
drilling has been resumed. Asa gas well its 
success is already assured, and Tidioute wil; 
have cheap fuel in the near future. Thig 
well is located at the mouth of Queen, 
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It was started some two years ago by 
Bucklin and cthere, and drilled to a dopth 
of 700 feet, when the drill was stopped. 
Last month ©. K. Book, of Bradford, became 
interested In the venture; drilling was then re- 
sumed with a view to sinking the well to the 
Cherry Greve sand, which it was roughly es- 
timated would be found at about 1,400 feet. At 
1,000 feet, however, gas wasstruck. Fora time 
no attention was paid to it, but it increased 
with every bit,and ended in a roarer. The 
drillers are at a loss to account for it. The rock 
is unidentified. Numerous wells have been 
drilled both east and west of Queen, all of them 
failing to find ges,except one well, a short 
distance from the gasser, in which a little 
gas was found; this well is known as the 
“burnt well,” and the new rig is located be- 
tween these wells. At ten feet in the sand 
something went wrong with the jars and work 
was suspence}. Mr. Book is as much at sea 
concerning the remerkable find as anybody. 
Gas or anything else at that depth was entirely 
unexpected. Speaking of the pressure, Mr. 
Book says it will lifta full set of toolscff the 
casing head, but he has some doubts abuut its 
lasting qualities. A rig {se going upon Tract 
5,208, about one mile south of the above well. 
and ita completion will be pushed forward 
rapidly. 
Wednesday, November 30. 


The day opened strong and buoyant at 74349, 
and this also proved the lowest for the day. 
The movement upward set in at once and con- 
tinued unchecked until the highest price of the 
day was reached at 642°. Thereafter there 
was very little variation in price and trading 
was very light, operators appearing timid and 
as if fearing some development which was 
then undefinable,or es yet not clear. Very lit- 
tle of interest transpired until near the end of 
the session when a slight raid was made result- 
ing in bringing the closing figures to 74}¢c. 
This made a gain for the day of 3c under a 
range of %c. Trading as a whole was very 
light, the sales footing up only 738,000 bbls. 
Nothing of importance was received from the 
producing field. The production of the Saxon- 
burg field for the past 24 hours declined to 
1,840 bbls.

The opening price this morning was 74%c, 
showing a gain of {co over the close of last 
evening, but the {market quickly gave way to 
the onslaught of the bears, who in a short time 
succeeded in pulling the price down to 73}¢c, 
which was, how®2ver, the lowest point touched 
and was brought about by heavy selling and 
persistent effort. The reaction was not long 
delayed, though the movement upward was 
for a time checked after passing 74c, and it was 
not until during the noon hour that the open- 
ing price was recovered. Then the figure was 
made 74%c, around which the market bovered 
until the last half hour of the session, when the 
bulls bad matters pretty much their own way 
and were helped by some of the shorts who 
sought to cover, bringing the price up to 
Th\4c, with the closing figure 753g¢c. This 
showed a gain for the day of 540 and an ex- 
treme range to fluctuations of 1340.

The Troutman No. 3 was 27 
feet in good sand, but the well is believed to be

That for the consideration, and 
upon the conditions hereinafter expressed, the 
State of South Carolina does give and grant to 


the Phosphate Mining 
Company, (limited,) the Coosaw Mining Com- 
pany, the Oak Point Mines and the Farmers’ 
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8 That the said parties shall work the terri- 
tory systematically, and before quitting a ter- 
ritory in which they have been working shall 
notify the special assistant or other officers 
authorized by law, whose duty it shali be to 
examine the returns they are obtaining in such 
territory and ascertain thereby, as far as prac- 
ticable, whether the same has been properly 
exhausted, and if in his judgment it has not 
been properly worked he shall report the same 
to the General Assembly. 


4. That said parties and their associates and 
assigns shall employ sworn weighers, who shall 
be approved by the comptroller general, to 
weigh all phosphate rock gnd phosphatic de- 
posits so dug, mined or removed, and shipped 
or sent to market.

5. That said parties, their associates and as- 
signs, shall, on or before the tenth day of each 
month make faithful returns under oath to the 
comptroller general, and to the special assist- 
ant or other officer appointed therefor, of the 
numver of tons of phosphate rock and phos- 
phatic deposits they have so dug, mined or re- 
moved and shipped or otherwise sent to mar- 
ket, during the preceding month, and shall 
promptly pay the royalty, as herein before pro- 
vided, within ten days after the end of each 
quarter. 


6. That before entering upon the enjoyment 
of this grant the said parties shali make and 
file with the Comptroller-General a good and 
sufficient bondin the penal sum of $200,000, 
conditioned that they will accept the grant

TuESDAY BVENING, Dec. 6, 1887. 

The speculative spirit which has for so long 
been kept under in the drug market seems to 
have broken loose, the improyement in the 
quinine situation having apparently been the 
signal for such a movement. So far, however, 
the speculators have confined their attention 
to a few articles, but there is a more buoyant 
tone to the general market than bas been noted 
for some time, and sudden and important 
movements are expected in many lines within 
the next few weeks, unless the bottom should 
prematurely drop out of the present specula- 
tive boom. Intheimprovem nt which hagal- 
ready taken place opium has had no part, but 
there ig a pretty well-defined suspicion that a 
train is being laid by speculators and an early 
change in the position of opium would not oc- 
casion much surprise among the best posted 
members of the drug trade. The principal 
changes occurring during the week were as 
follows:

Opium. 


The opium market has been rather weak and 
drooping during the past week. Shortly after 
our last firmer cables infused more confidence 
into holders here but this was counteracted 
later by the continued apathy of buyers, and 
at the close it was reported that 5 to 10 case 
lots and possibly smaller quantities could be 
bought at $3 85@3 95 as to holder while lots 
as wanted were reported to be selling 
at $4 without much demand. Nothing has re- 
cently been heard from Smyrna, the last cables 
from there reporting a quiet market, holders 
waiting for bids. Powdered opium has a slow- 
ly jobbing sale and is quoted at $5 50@5 60 as to 
quantity and holder. 


Murphine, affected by the depression in 
opium, is rather ersy, though the manufactur- 
ers have as yet made no change in their quota- 
tions. It is reported, however, that outside 
bo:ders are offering P & W at $3 15, or 10c be- 
low the manufacturers’ price, without tempt- 
ing buyers to any extent. 


Quinine. 

The boom in quinine which was started 
two weeks ago continued until Moncay 
of the current week, prices meanwhile advanc- 
ing slowly, under heavy purchases for 
speculative account, one block of 200,000 
ozs of a leading German brand and a number 
of smaller quantities changing hands. Yester- 
day the market was rather quiet, as there was 
little disposition on the part of outside holders 
to sell further lots until the results uf the sales 
of bark, which were to take place to-day, were 
known. The news came early this morning in 
the shave of a cable, which reported great ex- 
citement at the sale, and an advance of about 
60 per cent. over last prices. Buyers at once 
came intothe market, but found few « llers, 
though they succeeded in securing some 30,000 
ozs. at 456@47¢c, principally at the latter price. 
Among these buyers were said to be some of 
the adherents of the 25c quinine idea. Later 
this afternoon the news of the bark sale was 
confirmed, when cables were received report- 
ing that 1,600 of the 1,9(0 bales East Indian, 
and 400 of the 1,800 bales South American sold 
at 3@3}4d per unit, equivalent to an advance of 
650@66 percent. After that there were more 
buyers than sellers and little busicess 
was done up to the close. The indications ti en 
all pointed to higher prices for to-morrow, the 
lowest figures quoted to-night being 47}¢c 
while most hoiders wanted 50c. The agents of 
the foreign manufacturers have withdrawn 
quotations for the present but it was expected 
that they wouid issue new lists to-night. Early 
in the week the principal domestic manufac- 
turers advanced their quotations on the basis 
ot 66c for ouaces, inclusive, but only sold to 
regular sellers and then jimited the quantities, 
It was the general belief that P & W would ad- 
vance their prices again to-night or to-mor- 
row. The London market was cabled 28 2d, 
the equivalent of 52c there. The bark sale to- 
day was very exciting, manufacturers being 
the only buyers. We learn to-night that a 
syndicate has been formed on the other side to 
control the bark market. and to-day’s sales in- 
dicate that something of that sort is prubaple, 

Cincbonidia is following quinine closely‘anda 
is up agaio. Yesterday and to-day the reported 
sales exceeded 300,000 ounces,up to 4c being paid 
inalarge way. There are no further offers to 

sell large quantities under 50,

Mr. Jas. A. Webb, who was credited by the 
daily press in their reports of the meeting of 
the National Distillers and Cattle Feeders’ 
Trust with being the head and front of that 
organization, denies that he has any interest in 
it other than that common to every dealer in 
alcohol.

The Rock Salt of Belfast. 


Mr. Robert Hanna, of Belfast, has published 
a letter with regard to locul industries. In that 
communication he says: 

“It is now almost half a century ago since 
Sir Rotert Kane wrote that the strata in the 
vicinity of Belfast corresponded with that of 
Runcorn, near Liverpool; for all that, he re- 
marked, there was no rock galt in the vicinity 
of Belfast. 

“If this scientist did not hit the mark, he took 
a good aim at all events, for in the hills at Car- 
rickfergus tor many a year there appeared a 
well of water that was continually sending up 
bubbles. People wendered at this phenome- 
non, At last the boring-10ods went down, and 
rock salt was found to explain the phenome- 


non. 

“And now we come to a greater wondon. 
Here, withia a few miles of Belfast, there are 
several rock salt mines. One of them, ‘Lo- 
gan’s,’ contains 100ft. of a sol.d seam. The 
manufacture, like the others in full operation, 
has a siding to the railway within a few miles 
of Belfast, and for all that there was imported 
last year from England nearly 6,000 tons of 
manufactured salt. At Runcorn the mines 
are flooded to produce brine. At Carrickfer- 
gus the rock salt is lifted from the mine, melt- 
ed, and conveyed by pipes tothe pans. This 
prevents the salt water from being in any way 
impregnated with terrene matter. And as for 
the samples of rock and manufactured salt of 
Carrickfergus, I, aga geologist, proclaim them 
to be the finest samp'es In God's five broad con- 
inents, For all that, how does it come this vast

It is surely shipping coals to Newcastie with a 
vengeance. It is wonderful the mania we have 
at present for the importation of everything 
we use fiom England. Even the Tramwsy 
Company and the Town Council must have 
every stone for square sets from England 
Maia revenons a nos moutons. Lately thre 
has been a prospectus issued and sent to th's 
country from, I believe, the vacinity of Run- 
oorn, near Liverpool, enlarging on the merits of 
a company that is about to be formed for the 
manufacture of soda ash, crystale, bleaching 
powder, etc. Of course, the materials are at 
band for the mauufacture of these commodi- 
ties, and it would appear ‘a patent’ is in the 
background to forward this important scheme, 
Wishing this company every success, I would 
like that these ‘patents’ that are issucd should 
be confined to the respective countries of Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland. It creates a 
monopoly that is highly injurious to the 
countries not interested. For instance, it is 
well understood we have salt in millions of 
tons at Carrickfergus; we have limestone and 
cowl slack cheap enough; ammonia in abun- 
dance in Belfast. For all that, it may happen 
that for fully fifty years we will be debarred 
the manufacture of these chemical ashes, al- 
though all the materials are at hand. Conse- 
quently we lose thousands on thousands of 
pounds to the capitalist and loss of employment 
toour local population. Formerly in Ballyma- 
carrett thie industry of the manufacture 
of chemical ashes was carried on on a very ex- 
tensive scale, but English monopoly ruined It. 
Now, it is understood the Ballymacarrett man- 
ufacturers were not able to hoid their ground, 
when at Runcorn they had all the materials at 
hand—viz., lime, salt, ammonia, etc.; but things 


do change. and here at Carrickfergus we have 
lime and salt in inexhaustible supplies, ammo- 


nia cheap enough, and coal slack at a nominal 
rate could be landed near Eden at a very cheap 
item, 

“Now, last year there were imported into 
Belfaat soda ash and soda crystals, 3,983 tone; 
bleaching powder, 2,177 tons,and soda ash, 3,128 
tons. Thisis not taking in the quantity im- 
ported into Larne. Now, in handing out pat- 
ents, I do maintain that these patents should be 
confioed to the several countries interested, for 
why should a patent of any individual debar 
another country from developing its great re- 
sources? It looks also very strange to see al- 
most 6,(00 tons of manufactured salt imported 
into Belfast last year, and millions of tons of it 
at our own doors; and, if an etfort was only 
made, we should be able to ship it to all parts 
of the world, instead of shipping only one sin- 
gle ton last year. 

“Now, there are three salt mines op-n at 
present in Carrickfergus, and—would it be be- 
lieved?—the rock salt has been found in the 
vicinity of Belfast, and the owner is afraid to 
let it te known for fear of too high a rate of

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A Wonderfal Bean. 


From the proceedings of the Madras Agr'- 
Horticultural Society we quote as follows, but 
with scepticiem as to the alleged power of ced- 
ron bean to cure snake bite:— 

“During my journey in Panama, Writes Mr. 
Jobn Penn Curvy, ‘I observed in front of my 
tent a rattle-snake about 15 paces distant. It 
bit a bird, sitting upon a branch about 3 feet 
from the ground, and before I could kill the 
snake, it bit the bird again. I counted 14 rat- 
tles on the tale of the snake. The bird a kind 
of bustard, recovered so far that it flew a dis- 
tance of about 25 paces, where it pecked at a 
shrub which resembled the American quince, 
and then rose into high air as 1 nothing bad 
happened. I drew the attention of one of my 
native servants to the occurrence, but looking 
at me with astonishment he laughed at my ig- 
norance of this we!l known remedy against the 
bite from the poisonous snakes and insects. 
*We care as little for the bite of a rattle, moc- 
cosin, copper-snake, or tarantula, as we do for 
that of a musquito,’ he said: tiie Cedron-bean 
kills the poison in five minutes.’ We a'l doubt- 
ed his assertion, but on the following night he 
caught a large rattie-anake, aod next morning 
im front of the whole camp he allowed himself 
to be bitten several times on the left band and 
then killed the snake. The punetures of the 
bite were as large asa pin’s head and soon as- 
sumed a purple inflamation which spread over 
the whole hand. We offered the wounded man 
our help, but he declined and pulied from his 
pocket a Cedron-bean of the size of a chestnut, 
gnawed at it,and spread the saliva over the 
wound, He then prepared with the scrap'ngs 
of the bean and hot water, a decoction which 
he swallowed,and after balf an hour all the ex- 
ternal symptoms of the inflamation had dic- 
appeared. “Tony” only felt a little nausea, 
he was quite well again. Other experience con- 
firmed this experience. I took some beans 
with me to San Francisco, where Prof. Lang- 
wert, at my request, made several experiments 
with the hest success.’ 


“In the Alta California and London Lancet 
reports have been published on the medical 
virtues of the Cedron-bean, A Cedron-tincture 
of a quarter bean and two ounces of alcohol in 
doses of 15 to 20 dropstwice a day is very ef- 
fective in cases of obstinate gout. 

“The natives of Cenaral America also affirm 
that in no case of bydrophobia a fatal termina- 
tion occurs, the remedy being an infus‘on of 
the Cedron-bean. Even dogs have been ob- 
served gnawing occasionally at the bean. The 
matter deserves serious investigation.—‘Zeits- 
chrift des deutschen Anvotheker-Vereins.’”’

Testing Balsam Peru for Storax and 
Benzoin. 


C. Demmer in Marburg tests balsam Peru, 
for adulteration with storax or gum benzoin, 
in the following manner: 5-10 grams are mixed 
with an equal volumeof a 15 per cent. solution 
of sodium bydroxide, ard twice the volume of 
water, and from the resulting emulsion, the 
oil of balsam Peru (cinnamein) is extracted by 
repeatedly thaking out withether. With this 
operation may be combined simultaneously a 
quantitative estimation of the cinnamein, for 
the purpose of judging the quaiityof the bal- 
gam. For this purpose the ether is evaporated 
off, and the residue weighed. 


The alkaline solution after being freed from 
ether is beated to boiling and acidified with 
hydrochloric acid. Theacids of she balsam 
Peru mostly remain in solution, while those of 
storax and benzoin together with the resin of 
the balsam Peru separaie as a coherent mass, 
from which the aqueous solution may be pour- 
ed off. 

The resin is ground, and brought into solu- 
tion with the necessary quantity of soda solu- 
tion, and to the solution, heated to boiling is 
added a solution of barium or calcium chloride 
as long as a precipitate is formed. 


The precipitate is filtered through a suction 
filter, or through linea cloth, washed with 
water, dried by pressing, snd extracted with 
strong alcohol. The residue remaining after 
evaporating the alcohol from the combined 
extracts, which does not amount to more than 
1 per cent. in the case of pure bajeam Peru(free 
from storax and benzoin) will eventually con- 
tain the barium or calcium saits of benzoresins 
and storesins. 

To test for the latter, a portion of the residu- 
is dissolved in 2 to 3 c.c. concentrated sulphuric 
acid, after which an equal volume ef chioro 
form and some water are added. After shaking 
the chloroform becomes colored a fine violet to 
blue, the intensity of the color increasing with 
repeated shaking. 

The detection becomes more certain when 
the alcoholic extract is digested with a dilute 
solution of sodium or puota:sum carbonate, 
and the solution heated with the addition of 
potassium permanganate until the color of the 
latter slowly disappears. The resulting pre- 
cipitate, wbich is to be washed and flitered, 
when boiled with alcohol gives up the oxica- 
tion products of the benzoresins or storesins to 
the alcohol, and remain on evaporating the 


latter,

It is more convenient to treat the washed 
precipitate with oxalic acid and su!phuric acid 
until the brown oxides of manganere are com- 
pletely dissolved, whereupon the above men- 
tioned products of oxidation appear asa white 
precipitate. This, or the residues of alkaline 
extracts, gives the color reaction with concen- 
trated sulphuric acid and chloroform very 
readily. 


The bodies are still more easily characterized 
by the intense violet or blue color produced, 
when a portion of them is placed into a sma) 
porcelain dish with ferric chloride and bydro- 
chioric acid, and then some chloroform. This 
mixture is evaporated almost to dryness, chlo- 
roform js again added and evaporated off, after 
which the residue ig heated. The contents of 
the dish are colored red, then vivilet, then blue 
and finally greenish.— Drog. Ztg. 
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The Lehn and Fink Examination. 


The preliminary hearing in the alleged coun- 
terfeit label case in which Messrs. Lehn & Fink 
are defendants,and Mr. E. Merck, the Darm- 
stadt chemical manufacturer, is the complain- 
ant, was resumed last Thursday morning and 


continued on Friday before Justice Kilbreth in 
the Tombs Police Court. The first witnesses 
examined on Thuraday were the defendants, 
Messrs. Fink, Plaut & Brunke, and seme time 
was consumed in a controversy between the 
opposing lawyers as to whether they should be 
sworn or not. The Court held that the de- 
fendants could not be sworn, nor be 
subjected to cross-examiuation. Mr. Fink 
was first examined, and testified that 
the firm of Lehn & Fink had been doing busi- 
ness with Merck from the day that they started, 
continuously, until September of this year, 
and that he, Mr. Fink, had handled Merck’s 
goods, previous to starting in business for him- 
self, ever since 1860, both in Germany and here. 
He further stated that Lebn & Fink’s pur- 
chases of Merck’s goods had increased contin- 
uously from about $3,000, in 1874, to over $43,000 
in the first eight months of this year, and that 
they always carried a full line of Merck’s 
goods. Mr. Fink stated that he had never 
authorized any labels bearing the name of 
Merck to be printed in this country, and bad 
never heard of this being done, or said to have 
been done, until he received a letter from 
Merck in December last year, which is in evi- 
dence, asking whether be ever had such labels 
printed and stating that he, Merck, had been so 
informed, In reply to this witness had written 
to Merck explaining the matter (a copy of this 
letter bad been put in evidence by the prosecu- 
tion). Not very long after thia letter had been 
written, Mr, Fink noticed a bottle which bore 
on the outside wrapper a blank label with 
Merck's name, and the name of the article, in 
writing,in the blank space. Not having seen 
any of Merck’s written labels for along time, 
Mr. Fink inquired of Mr. Brunke, the foreman 
in charge, how such label happened to get in 
his possession, and he was then informed that 
Mr. Lampe, the clerk in charge of the printing 
had them printed some time previous for the 
purpose of relabeling such of Merck's goods as 
had been in stock for some time and bore only 
an inside label on the bare bottle, but no out- 
side label on the wrapper. In order to prevent 
mistakes Mr. Lampe had 1,000 of these labele 
printed, to be used for the wrappers only, each 
of the wrappers thus labeled, bearing a genu- 
ine label inside. Mr. Fink, on being. told this 
by Brunke, asked for all such labels, and wit- 
ness said he destroyed them himself, throwing 
them in the fire. 
Mr, Fink was then asked as to the several 
labels which Mr. Weicker declared false, and 
declared them genuine, based on his familiarity 
with Merck’s labels since 1860; he stated further 
that Merck from time to time had sent Lehn & 
Fink loose labels since for putting up smaller 
packages than those in stock, for use in case of 
breakage, or in cases where labels were soiled 
or destroyed in any of several ways which Mr. 
Fink described. He further ~ that he 
never authorized or directed any of the em- 
ployes to put up goods not of Merck’s manu 
facture with Merck’s labels, or in Merck’s bot- 
tles, and never knew of its having been done, 
with one exception, which occurred six or 
eight yearsago. As to the several instances 
testified to by {urmer employes, Mr. Fink ‘said 
that in the butyric ether case, testified 
to by one of the former olerks, the 
witness must be mistaken, as they never 
kept any in stock other than Merck’s, 
He acquired this knowledge by examining 
the stock books and order books, and none but 
Merck’s was ever ordered. As to salicylic acid, 
testified to by another witness as having been 
amorphous, Mt. Fink stated that it was not 
amorphous but in smal! crystals, sucb as they 
hed imported ever since 1885; as to to the vari- 
ous bottles seized by Mr, Weicker, Mr. Fink 
stated that every ore of them as well as their 
contents was genuine, and of the one bottle 
testified to by Mr. Weicker as being of Ameri- 
can manufacture, that it was a Garman bottle 
mnade in Germany, ‘I'he sulpburet of soda case 
testified to, Mr. Fink stated, he had absolutely 
no knowledge of, and that it was absurd, as the 
article said to have been substituted cost 50c 
per lb, while Merck’s only costs 23c. Asto the 
carbonate of zinc Mr. Fink stated the same was 
the case, P. & W.’a not being any chéaper than 
Merck’s. Regarding .the chloral hydrate Mr. 
Fink stated that Schering's had never been sent 


out under Merck’s labeler, and that the relative 
cost of Schering’s is about 6c per lb higher than 
Merck’s. The substitution of pilocarpin muri- 
ate for nitrate Mr. Fink also kuew nothing of, 
and explained that the two are alike in effect 
and in price. Concerning the admixture of 
glycerine in ergotine, testified to, Mr. Fink 
stated that he did not recollect the circum- 
stances connected with it, but that if glycerine 
was added it was done in accordance with 
the recommendation of high authorities 
who preferred glycerine to water ag 
a menstruum. Mr. Fink further stated that 
the one case, previouely referred to as occur- 
ring 6 years ago,in which alabel was used on 
goods not of Merck’s manufacture, was in the 
matter of ol of cognac, and that he did not 
find out that the oil of cognac was not of 
Merck’s make until some time afterwards. Mr. 
Fink then spoke of the various interviews with 
Mr. Weicker, beginning in January, this year, 
the conversation he had with him in regard to 
the label question, and contradicted Mr. 
Weicxer’s testimony that he had never seen 
the drawers containing Merck’s labels before. 
and stated that this occurred in the pretence of 
Mr. Brunke and Mr. Yander Brook. He fur- 
ther stated that he had an intimation to the 
effect that a search was contemplated as early 
as the J0th of September, on which day a 
former employe, now in business for him self, 
had handed bim a statement to the effect that 
he had been approached by Mr. Weicker to find 
out if Lehn & Fink had labels printed here. 
He felt.so sure of having no lat els in his store 
that were printed here that he paid no atten- 
tion to itat thetime. Mr. Fink referred to the 
search and the arrest. stated that the officers 
and Mr. Weicker were in the store two hours en- 
gaged in the search, ana that they were in no 
way obstructed in their search. As to the seals, 
Mr. Fink stated that Lehn & Fink never hada 
Merck’s seal, and explained that when asked 
whether he had any such seal by Mr. Weicker, 
he replied in the negative; that Mr. Weicker 
examined the closet containing the various 
seale, sealing-wax, etc. He then stated 
that Mr. Weicker had seized a number 
of goods which he declared counterfeit, 
but afterwards left on the counter because 
he had shown Mr. Weicker’s clerk late invoices 
from Merck for the very articles. 


As to Boeker’s testimony Mr. Fink said that 
after.reading Mr. Weicker’s testimony to the 
effect that Boeker had stated that he had 
printed 15,000 labels for Lehn & Fink, he was 
surprised and went to Boeker and asked him 
how he could make such a statement. Boeker 
declared that it was not true; he had not madv 
any such statement, and went on to say thata 
gentieman bad come and stated that he wanted 
to give him an order for labels of Merck’s, and 
asked him if he had ever printed such; he made 
a@ search and found a label which had been 
printed for Lehn & Fink. Mr. Fink said that 
his object in calling upon Boeker was to find 
out if Mr. Weicker had said so,and tbat he 
made no request for any favors but merely 
asked him to speak the truth, 

Mr. Eberhardt, another member of the firm 
then stated that his duties were altogether con- 
nected with the financial management of the 
concern, and that he had never had to do with 
the labels or the printing of labels. 

Mr. Pilaut, another defendant, was then 
called, and stated that he had been a member 
of the firm since June, 1886; that he had pre- 
viously been in the employ of the old firm since 
1877 in various capacities; that he had sent out 
all orders for labels for three years, from 1880 
to 1883, and during that time no order had ever 
been sent out for labels to be printed in imita- 
tion of Merck’s; that he did not know of it ever 
having been done by any one else, except 
in oDe instance testified to by Mr. Fink. He was 
questioned as tothe genuineness of the Jabels 
confiscated, and declared them all genuine 
from his familiarity with Merck’s goods and 
labels; then stated that many of them had been 
in the firm’s possession for many years, naming 
some of them. which, to his own knowledge. 
he said, had been in the possession of the house 
ever since he entered their employ, more than 
ten years ago. Witness further stated that 
Lehn & Fink continuously received labels from 
Merck, sometimes as many as 1C0 of one kind, 
but that this had been much more common in 
former years, becauee of late years Lehn & 
Fink’s stock of Merck’s goods had been so 
large that it was not necessary to repack goods 
into smaller packages, and also because of late 
yeurs, it being known that Lehn & Fink were 


‘the largest importers of Merck’s goods, their 


own label was accepted as readily as Merck’s. 
He then stated as to the frequency and regu- 
larity with which Merck’s goods were ordered 
and the stock kept full, stating that cables were 
sent almost every Friday. He explained var- 
ious .nstances in which it had been necessary 
to repack Merck’s goods, such as goods being 
of a diliquescent or corrosive nature, and 
again when goods bad been improperly labeled 
such as goods being labeied “C. P.,”’ which 
afterwards turned out nottobe “C.P.” Mr. 
Piaut then testified as to the cost of the various 
articles claimed to have been substituted 
for Merck’s, which in every case, he eaid, 
was as high or higher than Merck’s. 
In reply to a question as to whether he had 
personal knowledge of any of the substitutions 
testified to by former employes, he stated that 
be knew of the ergotin case from the fact that 
he himself had sold the ergotin in question. 
The article was manufacture by Leo and cost 
considerably more than Merck's, and for that 
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reason had remained in stock quite a while 

some four or five years, meanwhile losing very 
much in weight through evaporation. An 
order came for a large quantity from a manu- 
facturer of patent medicines, and Leo’s ergotin 
was examined and found that it had dried out. 
To each five pound jar sufficient glycerin was 
added to bring it back to its origine! standard. 
Tt was not sold under Merck’a label, but under 
Lehn & Fink’s; this is the on'y instance in 
which glycerin or anything else had been added 
to ergotin that he remembered, 


The next defendant, Mr. Brunke, foreman of 
the chemical department, was culled and teati- 
fled as to the manner in which Merck’s goods 
had been sent out, in Merck’s bottles and uncer 
Merck’s labels. He contradicted Mr. Weicker’a 
testimony as to the labels and seals on the day 
of the se‘zure, and corroborated Mr. Fink's 
testimony as to the printing and subsequent 
destruction of Merck’s labels, 


Mr. Gesell, a clerk who bas had charge of 
Lebn & Fink’s printing for the past year, testi- 
fled that he had never had any Merck iabels 
printed; that all the orders during the past 
year for labels had passed through his hands; 
that he had examined all the orders, and that 
no Merck’s labels had been received during 
that period. 

The next witness, Mr. Strauss, who has 
charge of the city department, testified that he 
had never ordered other goods than Merck’s to 
be sent out as Merck’s, and stated that it was 
& custom of the house, when out of a special 
article of Merck’sor out of a certain size of 
package, to buy such article or package of 
some of the cther importers of Merck’s goods 
in town, and when this was not possible the 
customers were so informed, and that orders 
were held until a new supply of Merck’s goods 
reached them. Tnis he said was the regular 
practice of the house. 

Mr. Vanderbrook, formerly in the employ of 
the house, and now an importer of mineral 
waters was the next witness and testified that 
he was foreman of the chemical department, 
and that while so emplyed had never put up 
apy goods not of Merck’s manufacture in 
Merck’s buttles or with Merck’s labels. He 
had never ordered it to be done, and had never 
heard of it being done. He testified as to Mr, 
Weicker’s visit to Lehn & Fink, contradicting 
the Jatter’s testimony that he bad not before 
been shown the stock of Merck,s labels in Lehn 
& Fink’s possession, and corrobating Mr. Fink. 
He also stated that he bad been subs cened by 
Mr. Weicker to testify in the case, but had nut 
been called as a witnese. 

The next witness, Mr. Koch testified to his 
having been in charge of the lab:l printing 
for three years, and bad also been employed in 
the chemical department, and testified sub- 
stantially to the same ¢ffect as the witness 
Strauss. 

Mr. Fahrenho!z, who has charge of the pack- 
ing and shipping department, te‘tified that he 
had been in the employ of the house for ten 
years in the various departmente; and in the 
same manner as previous witness had never 
heard of nor seen any goods other than Merck’s 
sent out as Merck’s. For the past four years 
he had checked all the orders in the city de- 
partment, and from his familiarity with 
Merck’s goods he would have detected any 
such substiiution, but none tv his knowledge 
ever occurred, 

The case was then adjourned until Friday 
when the first witness cailed was Mr. Lampe, 
who has been in the employ of Lehn & Fink 
for ten yearsand is now atraveling agent for 
that firm. He stated that during that period 
he bad been employed ina number of depart- 
ments, and had been in charge of the label 
printing after Mr. Koch ceased to have charge 
of it,aod until Mr. Gesell took control, He 
testified as to the printing of the 1,000 Merck’s 
labels in September, 1886, and stated that he 
had them printed of his owa volition, but did 
not believe that he had committed any wrong 
in having them printed, and did not now think 
that it was wrong. He ordered the labels on 
his own responsibility. he said, without con- 
sulting any of the firm, Tbere labels wera to 
be used for tbe outside labeling of Merck’s 
goods and had been used for this pur- 
pose only, Mr. Fink accidentally discov- 
ereé the labels, spoke to bim about it and 
upbraided him for bis action. He further testi- 
fied that no other Merck’s labels had ever been 
printed for Lehn & Fink to his knowledge, and 
none bad ever been used except for the pur- 
pose named, He bad never seen Merck’s labels 
on apy other goods but Merck’s in any of the 
several departments in which he had been em- 
ployed, and that any improper use Of the labels 
would have come to his knowledge if it had 
occurred, 

On cross-examination he declared the labels 
confiscated by Weicker, a number of which 
were handed him, genuine, and etated that 
most of them had been in the possession of the 
house a number Of years, as their appearance 
indicated, 

Ex Judge Russell, counsel for the defendants 
then stated that he bad a Jarge number of em- 
ployees and ex-9mp oyees of the house present 
who were employed in the depariments ia 
which Merck’s goods were handled, but would 
refrain from csliing them as their testimony 
was chi fly cumulative, and cf the same nature 
aaz heretofore testified to; this ended the case 
for the defendants and the case was adjourned 
for a fortnight; the counsel for both sides 
meanwhile to hand in written briefs to the 


Judge.

There has been more disposition shown by 
the buyers of heavy chemicals to supply their 
wants more liberally than they have been in- 
clined to do inthe immediate past. This im- 
provement, however, is confined to a few lines 
only and is checked somewhat by the difficulty 
of obtaining early supplies. So far as the gen- 
eral market is concerned the feeling is rather 
quiet, but on the whole prices are maintained 
with considerable firmness because of the con- 
tinued high rates of ocean freights. Sal soda 
having weakened on the other side is easier here 
while bleaching powder hasstiffened somewhat. 
Messrs. Pilkington & Co., writing from Liver- 
pool on the 25th ult. says: Our market for 
chemicals generally has been quiet during the 
week. Bleaching powder—Makers being well 
sold for Nov.-Dec., prices continue steady, at 
£8 per ton, f o b Liverpool, for hardwood, and 
£7103, on the rai's for softwood. for which 
there is considerable inquiry, with an upward 
tendency. For 1888, prices centinue firm, £7 
158@8 per ton, fo b Liverpool, for hardwood, 
£7 7s 6d@7 10s, on rails, for softwood, generally 
quoted. Inquiry continues good. From New- 
castle we hear bleaching powder is scarce and 
wanted, at £7 15s, net cash. Caustic soda flat 
and weak, £7 5s@7 7s 6d for 10 per cent; £6 is@ 
6 68 3d for 60 per cent. White, fob Liverpool, 
about quotations. For 76 per cent, £8 is quoted. 
From Newcastle we are quoted 70 per cent, £7 
23 6d; 74 per cent, £7 103 6d; 75 per cent, £7 128 
6d; 76 per cent, £7 14s 6d; 77 per cent, £7 16s 6d 
net cash,fob Tyne. For 1888 inquiry contin- 
ues, but buyers’ ideas are very low. Cream 
caustic continues scarce and firm, at £6@6 2s 
6d, on the rails; say £6 58@6 7s 6d, fob Liver- 
pool. For 1888 there is a good inquiry, but 
buyers will not pay prices asked. Soda ash 
steady. We quote 15-16d@l 1-l6d for caustic, 
and 1d@1 1-16d tor carbonated ash. From New- 
castle we are quoted Id less 6 per cent. Salt 
cake steadier for the moment, all cheap lots 
belng bought up; 2ls Widnes or St. Helens 
about value, but this might be sbaded for a 
quantity. For 1888, sellers are firmer than they 
were, and ask higher prices. Onthe other hand 
buyers decline to operate except at a reduction 
on spot values. Soda crystals quiet, £2 128 6d@ 
2 i658 per ton, in 3 cwt casks, fob Liverpool, 
and £2 103 would buy cargo lots for December. 
From Newcastle we hear market is quiet, at £2 
3s 6d@2 s net cash, gross weight. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash, 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands displays considerable 
firmness, but the amount of business passing 
is small, partly on account of the limited sup- 
plies for promptand early delivery, and partly 
because prices are in the main too high to 
meet buyers’ views. We therefore only hear 
ofa few small sales for which 1 25@1 30c was 
paid, these being the current quotations at the 
close for goods in any position. In high test 
there is as usual but a limited business, and 
prices are more or less nominal at 1 18%4@1 2c 
as to seller and quantity. 

Caustic soda ash may also be written firm, 
and without quotable change. In 48 per cent. 
there is little or nothing obtainable on the 
spot, and the offerings of goods to ariive are 
somewhat limited. Holders continue to quote 
1 224%4@1 27}4c on the spot, according to quan- 
tity and brand, and 120@1 26c to arrive. We 
learp of nothing new regarding high test, and 
it appears to be neglected. Messrs. J. P. Brun- 
ner & Co. write us from Liverpool on the 26th 
ult. that there was a good inquiry for 48 per 
cent. carbonated ash, which, being in limited 
supply, was held at slightly bigher prices, 
Sales were made at 1d which at date of writing 
was tbe lowest figure named for this descrip- 
tion. Caustic ash was reported in small com- 
pass, but the demand was not active. The 
quotations were : 15-16@1d for both 48 per cent. 
and high test caustic; 1@1 1-32d for 48 per cent. 
carbonated, and 31-32@1d for high test. 

Newcastle soda ash has met witha good deal 
of attention during the week and we under- 
stind that some considerable sales have been 
made for delivery over next year. There has, 
however, been no quotable change in prices 
but the market is very firm with an upward 
tendency. Supplies to arrive are difficult to 
secure and it is doubtful if 50 tons could be ob- 
tained from first bands on the spot. The nom- 
inal quotation from dock or store Is 1 30c ana 
for lots to arrive 125c. High test has also been 
in demand and is held at 1 20@1 25c. 

Refined alkali 36 per cent. continues dull and 
peglected with prices nominal and unchanged 
at 1 1(@1 124c, as to quantity and holder. The 
demand for 58 per cent however has been ac- 
tive, and a number of contracts fur{delivery ex- 
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tending over parts and the whole of 1588 have 
been made since our last. The market hasa 
very firm tone and supplies are offered sparing- 
ly. the holders at present being indifferent 
sellers. We quote 1 15@l 26c, according to 
quantity and position; some small sales having 
been made since our last up to 137}¢c. There 
is algo some inquiry for 48 per cent. and being 
scarce it is firmly held at 1 25c. 

Caustic soda is not in much demand, 60 per 
cent. being almost entirely neglected, and the 
other strengths finding only a small jobbing 
outlet. We quote 60 per cent. at 2 52}44@2 bic 
as to quantity, 70 and 74 per cent. at 232K@ 
2 8744c, and 76 per cent. nominally at 2 50@2 70c, 
as to brand and quantity. 

English sal soda has weakened in sympathy 
with foreign advices, and the easier feeling has 
been increased by freer arrivals. Buyecs can 
only be induced to take hold upon specially 
low offers, and as holders are not inclined to 
siaughter their comparatively small stocks the 
market presents a dull appearance. The nom- 
inal quotations at the close were 9744@Ic from 
dock and 1}gc from store, with lots to arrive 
offered at 95@ic. The Liverpool market accord- 
ing to our correspondent was steady on the 23th 
ult makers having little to sell for early de- 
livery. The quotations were £2 12s 6d@2 lis, 
Cables since then report Liverpool, but par- 
ticularly the Newcastle, market as easier. 

American gal soda is firm and in demand 
manufacturers quoting 14¢c in barrels and 
120c in kegs less a discount of 14 per cent. for 

cash. 

Bleaching powder has stiffened up again, 
cable advices from Liverpool reporting that 
market as active and excited. The specula- 
tive fever, which seems to be at the bottom of 
theimprovement on the other side, has not 
reached this market yet, but an improvement 
in the demand is noticeable. The volume of 
business can only be called fair however. The 
closing quotation were 1 97144@2 1-16c to arrive 
and 2@2 1-l6c on the spot. Writing from Liver- 
pool on the 25th ult.,Mesars. J. P Brunner & Co. 
say: “The market is bare for this month and 
£8 ia nearest value for December. American 
orders are scarce, the large shipments lately 
having no doubt filled up your buyers, but 
with small prospective supplies from Decem- 
ber holders here are firm.” 


Acids. 

The demand for acetic acid for prompt or 
forward delivery shows no improvement, but 
manufacturers are well supplied with orders 
and maintain their prices with firmness. We 
quote 2344 23%4c, according tv quantity. 

Oxalic actd isin fair jobbing demand and is 
firmly held at the combination prices. These 
are 8c for lots of 10 tons or over for forward 
delivery and 8}¢c for smaller quantities on the 
spot. 

Sulphuric acid is without change. The con- 
suming demand continues fairly active, but 
small quantities are given the preference. 
Prices remain at 90@95c per hundred pounds 
for 66 deg in large lots, and 1@120c per pound 
for smaller quantities, according to sizeof 
order. 

Tartaric acid has remained quiet during the 
week, but the cumbination prices are main- 
tained at 43@45c for crystals and 44@46c for 
powdered, according to style of packing. 

Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime remains as when we last 
wrote. The demand continues fully equal to 
the supply and with no surplus stock in the 
bands of manufacturers they hold their quota- 
tions firmly at 180@1 85c for brown and 2 45@ 
24¢c for gray as to siz3 of order. 

Arsenic is without change. The demand is 
slow but prices are maintained at 234@27gc on 
the spot and 254@234c to arrive, according to 
the quantity wanted, 

Alvm atill sells freely but principally for for- 
ward delivery. The current production is 
closely abscrbed by delivery on old contracts 
and the market presents a very firm tone. 

Blue vitriol sympathizing with the upward 
movement in copper is very strong. Holders 
offer sparingly and are not disposed to enter- 
tain large orders either for prompt 
or future delivery. Consequently al- 
though the demand is active, we hear of no 
large transactions. At the close the quotations 
were 5@5i4c, with the tendency upward. 

Brimstone has been without special feature 
during the week. The lot of 130 tons best sec- 
onds which was previously reported as offer- 
ing at $25 60 from canalboat has been sold. The 
price was not made public, but is understood 
to be between $25@25 50. There is now, so far 
as we can learn, nothing offering on the spot, 
and very little is obtainab!s to arrive for the 
next two months owing to the scarcity of 
freight room at the shipping points. The nom- 
inal quotations for December-January ship- 
iment are $225(@23, more distant shipments 
being offered at $21@22. 

Cream tartar is in good demand, and we note 
sales of 40 cks for future delivery at the com- 
bination pricee, which are 3444@35c for crystals 


and 35@3tc for powdered.

monia at $3 05@3 10, fish scrap at $23 50@24 f. o. 
b. at factory, tankage at $21@2150 for high 
grade, and $18@18 50 for poorer qualities, dou 
ble manure salt at 107}@I 10c, as to quality, 
holder and position, and Charleston rock at $6 
for crude and $1060 for ground at New York. 
Double manure salt for forward shipment is 
receiving considera! le attention, and sales of 
about 200 tons are reported at quotations.

Valuable Phcsphatic Deposits in

mated production of basic slag in Germany is 
given at 330,000 tons, containing on an average 
of 17°20 per cent phosphoric acid, 49°50 per cent 
lime, 3.75 per cent magnesia, 15 per cent oxides 
of iron, 4 per cent alumina. 4 per cent oxideof 
manganese, 0°35 per cent sulphur, 0°25 per cent 
sulphuric acid, and 8 per cent silicia. 

Soon after this new basic slag came into ex- 
istence asa fertilizer it was thought that its 
phosphoric acid would not be available for 
Plante, and asthe manufacture of superphos- 
phates by means of sulphuric ac'd was not por- 
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Thir'y-five and three-tenths per cent phos- 
phoric acid is equivalent to 77°06 per cent tri 
calcic or bone phosphate of lime.

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Another Report on Basic Slag. 


BY U. 5. CONSUL WAMER, OF COLOGNE. 


Having been a close observer of the experi- 
ments and the results obtained in Germany in 
the use of Thomas’s phosphatic slag as a ma- 
nure, the short report herewith given on the 
subject may not fail to be of some interest and 
value to my South Carolina phosphate friends 
and others. 


That phosphoric acid is an indispensable ele- 
meot in the growth of plants is denied by no 
one at the present day; and when it is consid- 
ered that all plants contain more or less phos- 
phoric acid, it is not to be wondered that phos- 
phatic manures are so extensively used by 
farmers. The amount of phosphatic manures 
used by each country is difficult to obtain. Mr 
Percy Gilchrist, of London, furnishes the fol- 
lowing estimates of the manures employed 
during the year 1886:

quaintances and friends during the past two 
years in Germany that in the use ot the Thomas

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sible owing to the large amount of iron the 
slag contained, efforts were made to prepare 
from the slag a precipitated phosphate (dicalcic 
phosphate). At a very heavy cost two facto- 
ries were erected in Germany—one at Schalke 
(Westphalia) and the other at Aix la Chapelle. 
This precipitated phosphate was carefully dried 
by heat at 90 deg. to 100 deg. Celcius, and the 
article produced was said to be exceedingly 
good, and the greatest hopes were then enter- 
tained of being able to utilize this precipitated 
phosphate. The factory at Schalke prepared 
an article containing 33 per cent of phosphoric 
acid, equivalent to 72 per cent of phosphate of 
lime by treating the slag with very dilute hy- 
drochloric acid and precipitating the solution 
by lime, When these experiments were being 
made of converting the phosphoric acid in the 
slag into a form that would render it assimil- 
able by plants, it was not even dreamed of that 
the raw slag would be employed asa manure, 
that is, without any treatment other than that 
of reducing it to a fine powder or dust. 

* In 1883 and 1884 very many experiments were 
made in Germauy in applying the slagina 
finely ground state. Mr. Jos Masseuz, of 
Hoerde, says that “the first results on a large 
scale were at Altmark, in the moor district, 
from which, for the cultivation of German 
peatmoor, the owner of the manor, Rimpau, 
at Cunrane, won high merit; and that the firet 
large employment on sandy aoil, deputed by 
the Reichstag (Imperial Diet), was made by the 
owner, Schultz, in Lupitz, in the Altmark.” 
Prof. Fleischer, the director of the Bremen Ex- 
perimental Station, in reporting the resuits of 
these experiments, which were carried out un- 
der his supervision, writes that “the action of 
the slag was completely equal to that of the 
precipitated phosphate of lime.” 

The question was then asked whether the 
phosphoric acid in the raw slag was in a con- 
dition to be assimilable by the planta, Prof. 
Wagner says: “The more than two hundred 
of experiments on different soils and plants, 
most recently observed, have shown that the 
finely powdered Thomas slag is not only in the 
highest degree active upon moor and meadow 
sills, but also upon ordinary arable soils, pro- 
ducing exceptionally high increase in crops.”’ 

Other raw phosphates, which contain tribasic 
phosphte of lime have, as is known, very poor 
action as manures. Such phosphates contain 
120 pounds of lime to every 100 pounds of phos- 
phoric acid. In Thomas’s slag there are 100 
pounds of phosphoric acid to 160 pounds of 
lime, and although containing an excess of lime 
it was generally supposed that its phosphoric 
acid could only be present asa tribasic phos- 
phate of lime. When the experimenting began 
by applying the raw slag, the phosphoric acid 
in the ground slag cost in Germany 10 to 12 
pfennige (equal to about 0°2 2-5—0'2 4-6 cents) 
per kilo (one kilo equal to 2 pounds) and in the 
superphosphates from 48 to 50 pfennige (equal 
to about O°ll 2-5—('12 cents) per kilo. This 
considerable difference in the price led 
to numerous manurial experiments  be- 
ing made by agricultural chemists and 
practical farmers. The ood _ effects 
of the slag was generally confirmed, and 
the experience was that the finer the slag the 
more effective it was as a manure. The conse- 
quence was the factories which were engaged 
in manufacturing the precipitated phosphate 
of lime out of the slag, and which had scarcely 
been in operation for two years, had to discon- 
tinue with their manufacture, as the ‘practical 
farmer gave preference to the raw cheap stuff. 
In place of these factories large works were 
erected for grinding the hard slag to a re- 
quisite degree of fineness. The largest grind- 
ing works are owned by the firm of Albert at 
Rechrort. These works are capable of pro- 
ducing about 50,000 tons of the finely ground 
powder annually. At other places in Germany 
there are also considerable quantities of the 
material ground. Scientific investigation in 
reference to the nature of the phosphoric acid 
in the slag has proven that it exists solely in 
combination with lime and surprisingly in the 
form of tetracalcic phosphate, i. 6,, 4 atoms of 
lime to one.of phosphoric acid (4 Ca O. P. 2 
deg. 6), an entirely new compound, whicn 
Hilgenstock has recently succeeded in prepar- 
ing artificially, His analysis of the crystals is 
as follows: 88°61 per cent. of phosphoric acid, 
60°08 per cent. of lime, and 0°10 per cent. of 
silicia. It will therefore be seen that Thomas 
phosphate contains its lime in a state of super- 
saturation and Prof. Wagner says that this 
compound is not stable; the affinity of the 
phosphoric acid does not suffice to hold so large 
a proportion or lime in firm combination. The 
carbonic acid and humic acid in the soll easily 
cause the decomposition of this super-satu- 
rated phosphate and this leaves the phos- 
phoric acid in a condition to be easily absorbed 
by the plants. 

The scientific experiments on the value of 
Thomas’s slag af a manure have been confirm- 
ei by the good results obtained by the practi- 
cal farmers in various parts of Germany,chief- 
ly in the Provinco of Saxony. 

Under the directionjof Prof. Marker, a large 
number of practical experiments with Thomas 
phosphate were conducted by the Central Ag- 
ricultural Experimental Station of the Pro- 
vince of Saxony. The plants were barley, oata, 
potatoes and sugar beet. Prof. Wagner say that 
the results of the experiments led Prof, Marker 
to the conclusion that the Thomas phosphate 
was not only most beneficial for moor soils,but 
that it deserved special recognition for the bigh- 
cultured soils. There was no instance which 
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the fertilizing with Thomas phosphate showed 
an injurious action on the plants. According 
to the results obtained from the experiments 
by fertilizing with equal proportions of phos- 
phoric acid (on an average of 40 kilos per hec- 
tare—hectare equal to 2 47 acres) in the form of 
superphosphate and Thomas slag, the follow- 
ing relative figures were established: — 
Sugar Aver- 
Barley. Oats. beet. age. 
Superphosphate....100 100 100 100 
Thamas slag......-- €9 51°6 46°65 65°7 

These figures show that the ground Thomas 
slag has almost the same effect as established 
by Prof. Wagner in his experiments on plant 
culture with Thomas slag of about the same 
degree of fineness. 

The use of Thomes phosphate in Germany 
bas become so extensive at present that the 
grinding works are scarcely able to meet the 
demand, in consequence of which the price of 
its phosphoric acid has risen from 11 to 15% 
pfennige per kilo (0°2 2-3 to 0.3 2-3 cents). Dr. 
Stutzer, ina recent letter to me, writes con- 
cerning the importance of Thomas slag asa 
manure as follows: 

“The phosphoric acid contained in the slag 
produced by the different iron works in Ger- 
many, varies very much, which depends partly 
upon the process of manufacture and partly 
upon the quality of the iron ore. Under 15 per 
cent. of phosphoric acid no slag is sold; the 
lower qualities find no demand at present, 
hesides the cost of grinding the lower grades is 
equally as great. The highest amount of phos- 
phoric acid contained In the slag is 26 per cent. 
In exceptional cases I have found as high as 30 
per cent, phosphoric acid in some slags. With 
these varying proportions manufacturers can 
mix the ground stuff with a lower or higher 
quality in order to attain a definite percentage 
of phosphoric acid. (16, 17, 20, etc.) This is ac- 
complished without difficulty in the same way 
as withsuperphosphates. In this manner the 
business is a very sound one, and the purchaser 
cannot lose by any lack of uniformity in the 
quality produced.” 

As stated, one of the most important points 
to be taken into consideration in the use of 
Thomas slag is ita degree of fineness, That 
part which passes through a sieve of 0:15 milli- 
meter meshes and containing 80 per cent pow- 
der is considered a fine powder in Germany, 
and is generally guaranteed by the sellers. 
Prof. Wagner recommends the wire gauze sieve 
No. 100 E, rrom Amandes Hahl, in Hamburg, 
which he considers very exact in testing 
Thomas powder. The mean of the meshes 
measured sideways is 0°15 millimeter, diagon- 
ally 0°28 millimeter, being a mean of the two 
measurements of 0°19 millimeter. That part, 
says Prof. Wagner, which passes through such 
a sieve is fine powder. That remaining on the 
sieve is coarse powder. The purchaser after 
receiving the article has it examined and pays 
the price previously arranged upon per kilo of 
phosphoric acid according to the result ob- 
tained on analysis. The present price is 154% 
pfemige per kilo of phosphoric acid, eqnal to 
0°3% cents per kilo of phosphoric acid, equal to 
0°3% cents per kilo of 2 pounds. The degree of 
fineness is likewise examined, and if found not 
up tothe mark a corresponding reduction is 
made in the price. 

Dr. Stutzer, in a recent conversation with me 
on the question of Thomas’s slag asa fertil- 
izer, said “that there is no proof showing that 
the value of phosphates is dependent upcn the 
amount of phosphoric acid soluble in citrate 
of ammonia. The method adopted by the 
agricultural chemists in America, of using a 
solution of citrate of ammonia at 65 deg. Cel_ 
cius has only the object that that the analyses 
may be carried out in America in the same 
manner, In other countries one works partiy 
with an acid solution of citrate of ammonia, 
or uses distilled water only as a solvent. The 
action of phosphates is therefore not depend- 
ent upon their solubility in neutral citrate of 
ammonia, and this has been proved with scien- 
tiffc acouracy by the learned Prof. Wagner, of 
Darmstadt.” 

The best practical proof of the above state- 
ment is that the small amount of ammonium 
citrate soluble in Thomas slag, as givenin Mr. 
Chazal’s recent article ia the News and Courier, 
has produced excellent results in Germany as a 
manure, 

So far as Germany is concerned, science, in- 
dustry and practical agriculture have long 
since settled three tmportant points: 

1, The new manure is not valueless. 

2, The manufactured articlet from the slag 
has not been saleable, owing to its very high 
price, and the respective factories, which were 
erected at a large expense, had to be closed, 

8. The raw material, in a finely-ground con- 
dition, is an active manure,and the active 
phosphoric acid in no other phosphate can be 
delivered so cheaply. 

In conclusin, it isof some importance to refer 
to the anxiety which may be entertained in 
South Carolina in reference to an influx of 
Thomas slag from Germany, so as to interfere 
seriously with the use of Carolina phosphates. 

There are no grounds for such fears. Iam 
informed that the quantity of slag expurted 
this year to Russia, Sweden, Norway, India and 
America has been insignificant, and it is beyond 
all doubt that the more the practical farmer in 
Germany gets to know and to appreciate the 
value of Thomas slag, the greater is the use he 
makes of it himself,and under such circum-

stances the exports abroad are not likely to as- 
sume large proportions,as the farmers here 
will requtre for themselves the greatest bulk of 
all that can be produced. 


The Utilization of Waste Products.* 


distillation, the liquid produets of the opera- 
tion being collected in separate fractions. Evi- 
dently the constituents of low boiling point 
will be the first to distil, and by repeating the 
distillation and increaing the number of frac~- 
tions in which the product is collected, a very 
fair separation of many of the constituents of 
coal tar ean be effected. As will be seen on ref- 
erence to Nickel’s coal tar tree, the first frac- 
tion obtained by the distillation of coal tar is 
known as “first runnings,” and this followed 
by the “light oils.” From these fractions are 
obtained a number of interesting products, the 
chief among which is rhe liquid hydrocarbon 
known as benzol or benzene. This must not be 
confounded with the product commercially 
known as “benzoline,” which is a naphtha ob- 
tained by somewhat similar means from pe- 
troleum,and is quite different in chemical char- 
acter. From benzene and its immediate hema- 
logues is obtained nitrobenzene, a body which 
from ita odor has been inaccurately termed “ar- 
tificial oil ollof bitter almonds,” and which finds 
a large application in the scenting of soap, etc. 
By appropriate treatment this nitrobenzine is 
converted into aniline, the starting “point of 
the numerous coloring matters familiarly 
known as “aniline dyes,”a term which is some- 
times incorrectly extended to include all 
the other colored products obtainable from 
coal tar. Bensene—through aniline—is also the 
starting point of many of the so-called azo- 
dyes, which yield the magnificent yellows, or- 
anges, and browns which have of late been s0 
popular, while azo-reds are derived from the 
constituents of coal tar known as xylene and

In treating coal tar the first process is one of

The next product of the primary distillation 


of coal-tar is the “‘carbolic oils,” so-called from 
their most important ingredient being the well 
known carbolic acid or phenol, to the antisep- 


tic characters of which we owe the stamping 


out of the cattle plague and the rendering 


practical the antiseptic treatment of disease, 
But carbolic acid is itself the starting point of 
products. 
Thus it yields salicylic acid, which in its med- 
icinal uses is scarcely less important than car- 
bolic acid itself. By treatment with nitric acid 
it ylelds picric acid, extensively used asa yel- 
low dye, but far more largely employed as the 
basis of the French explosive “melinite.’’ The 
coloring matter known as aurin and the pro- 
ducts known as the eosin dyesare also remotely 


allied to carbolic acid. One of these bodies, 
called fluorescein, has but little dyeing power, 


but in solution exhibits a fluorescence or bloom 
Those who 
have observed the wonderful fluorescent foun- 


tain (exhibited by Mr. I. Levinstein in the 
Chemical Department of the Manchester Ex- 


hibition), the water of which is colorless, but 


exhibits a brilliant yellowish-green fluores- 


cence, will be interested to know that the effect 
is produced by ordinary water containing 1 
part per ',000,000 of fluorescein. 

Another of the leading constituents oo- 
curring ready formed in coal tar is a hydrocar- 
bon called naphthalene, now familiar in the 
form of white candle-like cylinders, and used 
in the production of the albo carbon light. Ia 
Sheffield the choking of the gas mains by de- 
posits of naphthalene has recently brought 
home to usin a striking manner the property 
possessed by this hydrocarbon of volatilizing 
at the ordinary temperature. 

The higher fractions obtained by the distilla- 
tion of coal-tar yield anthracene, which is the 
starting point of alizarin and ita analogues al- 
ready mentioned, but a large proportion of 
this part of coal tar must still be regarded as 
practically unutilized. 

The pitch which is obtained asa residue from 
the distillation of the tar receives extensive 
applications, with which you are all familiar. 

It is a lamentable fact that, notwithstanding 
the enormous amount of talent and ingenuity 
devoted to the manufacture of ocoal-tar pro- 
ducts,and the immense capital invested in 
their production, the whole industry is now 
languishing in the gravest manner, and there 
are not wanting leading men who advocate the 
simple burning of much of the tar as a means 
of getting rid of it, seeing that its treatment 
cannot now be profitably conducted. Of late 
years seyeral very large works have been es- 
tablished, not for the purpose of producing 
coal gas, and therefore obtaining the tar pro- 
ducts as one of the residuals, but for the ex- 
press purpose of obtaining tar, and these works 
have thrown so much benzol and other pri- 
mary tar products on the market as very 
gravely to affect the industry. To make mat- 
ters worse for those interested, the ammonia, 
which is another of the residuals produced in 
the manufacture of illuminating gas, has now 
fallen enormously in value, the market price 
of sulphate of ammonia being now about £11 10s 
per ton, while a few years ago it realized £22 
per ton. This fall is largely due to the 
production of ammonia from the waste 
gases of blast furnaces consuming bituminous 
coal. This is done in Scotland to a very large 
extent, and Messrs. Bird and Company, at the 
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Gartsherrie Iron Works, and the Eglinton Iron 
Ocmpapy, at the Lugar Iron Works, two firms 
which are really identical, now produce an 
enormous quantity of sulphate of ammonia 
from their blast furnace gases; 
duct of the cooling of this gas is a kind of tar. 
This differs from ordinary gas works tar in 
very important respects. It yields practically 
no benzol, naphthalene or anthracene, and the 
carbolic acid of ordinary coal tar is represented 
by the analogous substance cresylic acid, to- 
gether with products having an analogy to 
those characteristic of wood tar. 
stance known as creasote, a word which signi- 
files *‘flesh preserver,”’ was originally obtained 
by Reichenbach from wood tar, and when car- 
bolic acid was discovered by Runge in coal-tars 
it was for a long time confounded with this 
product, and received the nome of “‘ooal-tar 
creosote.” It is probable that the antiseptio 
properties of carbolic acid itself would not have 
received such widespread and prompt recogni-: 
tion, but for its confusion with the original 
wood tar creosote, 
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Under a patent I have recently obtained in 


conjonction with Mr. Angus, one of the part- 
ners of the Eglinton Iron Co., the con- 
stituents of blast furnace tar analogous 
to carbolic acid and wood creosote are now 
about to be produced on a large scale, and will 
be known in commerce as “nevsote,” a name 
which signifies “new preserver’’ or “new pre- 
servative,” and may serve to indicate the 
similarity of the article to creosote. It is one 
of the advantages of the production of this 
neosote that its extraction from the tar renders 
the residual tar or oil more suited for its appli- 
cation to the production of the “lueigen” and 
“luminator” lights. These new lights consume 
any cheap kind of oil, and are fed with a blast 
ofair. One of them is now on exhitition at 
the Crystal Palace, and in other instances 
where it is used I am informed it is found high- 
ly successful. 


It is not so long ago that blast furnace gases 


were allowed to burn freely at the mouths of 
the furnaces, and the utilization of them for 
heating the boilers and blast was a distinct ad- 
vance. 
all that can be done, but the successtul utiliza- 
tion of the tar and ammonia condensable from 
furnaces consuming bituminous coal is a fur- 
ther step of great practical importance. 


With furnaces consuming coke that is 


There is no doubt of the valuable character 


of basic slag as a manure, but farmers may be 
excused for being somewhat sceptical of the 
value of many of the materials offered them, as 
it seems to be held by many of their professed 
friends that anything which is good for nothing 
else is sure to be suitable for manure. Of course 
there was a basis of truth in the manurial value 
attached to sewage but it is now well known 


that the practical value was greatly over-esti- 
mated, and that those responsible for the dis- 
posal of the sewage must be content to get rid 
of it with as little expense as possible, and not 


dream of making a profit. 


Another waste product which is deservedly 
appreciated as a manure consists in the sweep- 
ings and cumbings from woolen manufacto- 
ries known as“*shoddy.” Formerly this waa 
applied to the land in the rnw state. The grease 
with which it was saturated acted asa preserva- 
tive and therefore detracted from its value ag 
& manure, but no one would now think of 
neglecting to extract the grease from the wool 
before employing it on the land. The recovered 
grease is now recognized as a valuable second- 
ary product,and when purified the stearin or 
solid portion makes its oppearance in the form 
of night lights, and the olein or liquid part goes 
back to the woolen manufacturers to be used 
again. 

In the manufacture of soap, glycerine is pro- 
duced in enormous quantities as a secondary 
product. Of the two chief processes of treating 
fats, one produces good glycerine but inferior 
soap, and the other produces good soap but in- 
ferior glycerine, The quantity of glycerine 
hitherto thrown away in the soap-leys has been 
somethingenormous, but now much of it is 
recovered. Thusat the works of Mcssrs. Gos- 
sage, at Widnes, the largest soap works in the 
world, the soap-leys are boiled down, the salt 
separated,and the concentrated liquid distilled, 
whereby glycerine is obtained, which receives 
an enormous application in the manufacture 
of nitroglycerine. This, when soaked up in 
one-third of its weight of a porous earth, call- 
ed kieselguhr, forms the well known explosive, 
dynamite, which is produced in one single 
works to the extent of several tons per Jay. 
The glycerine produced from the ;waste soap- 
leys at Messrs. Gossage’s was often unsuitable 
for its intended pupose in consequence of con- 
sequence of containing sulphocyanides and 
other cyanogen compounds. By a process,pat- 
ented by myself and Mr. Benjamin Nickels, 
these products are wholly removed from the 
soap-leys, and thus a glycerine can be obtained 
from the impure source employed at Widnes 
as good in quality as that of any oiher origin. 
Curiously enough this process, which has been 
now succesfully at work ot Widnes for some 
time, will shortly become unnecessary, owing 
to the introduction of an improved process of 
Preparing the alkali used for saponifying the 
fat. By this process, due to Mathieson and 
Hawliezek, it will be freed from the objection- 
able sulphur and cyanogen compounds, which 
hitherto had passed into the glycerine. At the 
same time the cyanogen compounds are de- 
stroyed they will be converted into the useful 
form Ofammonia. Truly, “the whirligig of 
times brings round its revenges.””
